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Lonpon, Dee. 14.—Any one walking in 
the Londoag streets this afternoon, glancing at 
the flaming posters of the evening papers, 
would have assumed that whole droves of dy- 
namiters had been captured red handed, and 
the metropolis saved in the very nick of time 
from the fate of Gomorrah. Any one investing 
a penny, however, would have found the sensa- 
tion a mere reprint vf an article in this morn- 
ing’s Times, purporting to give startling facts 
about one Dr. Hamilton Williams, occupying 
rooms in Chambers-street. According to the 
Times, he controla the sum of $1,000,000 for 
dynamite purposes, which, if it were true, 
would certainly be startling—to him. On the 
strengeth of this statement the Times has @ 
characteristic leader, calling all the Irishmen 
in America dynamiters, and declaring that the 
backers of O'Donovan Rossa and Dr Williams 
are the parmasters of the agitation which 
Gladstone, Spencer, and Granville foment. 

Some such thing as this was doubtless felt to 
be needed this morning, to counteract the reporis 
of the speeches of Lords Granville and Rosebery, 
delivered last night. They had the merit of 
novelty, which in speeches about Ireland, has 
long been despaired of, and were altogether'the 
most effective of the recess. Lord Rosebery was 
particularly happy in defining a Liberal Unionist 
as abanqueting animal at the outset, and recur- 
ring to the figure in his peroration, when he 
pictured a Whig Dives going out shaking his 
napkin at an Irish Lazarus sitting at the gate, 
and telling him to go away. “But he won’t go 
away, and won’t cease his cry,” said Lord Rose- 
bery. “‘ but keeps calling in accents which carry 
conviction to the English nation.” . 

The papers for two days have been fuliof the 
triaiof a barber named Serne, a Flemish Jew, 
whois accused of setting fire to his shop in the 
Strand, by which two sons of his were burned to 
Qeath. for the sake of both fire and lifeinsurance. 
There isa mass of evidence by the neighbors, 
much of it heavily against him. The case if 
proved will be a most heartless one all around. 

A curious ending of an ancient vendetta is re- 
ported from Bitti, Sardinia, where, in the pres- 
ence of the Archbishop, Prefect, and other digni- 
taries, 670 members of two families knelt in 
eburch, formally forswore their long-standing 
jeud, and received the prelate’s benediction. 
The whole population of the vicinity was pres- 
ent, and later on a barbecue was heid, where 10 
oxen, 74 pigs, and 2 hundredweight of maca- 
reni were consumed. 

There is a distinct increase in uneasiness in 
to-night’s specials and private reports from Ber- 
lin and Vienna. What I said last night about 
the German suspicion of Austria was inter- 
preted to me this afternoon by an English polit- 
ical luminary with continental connections. Itis 
not so much treachery the Germans fear, he 
said, asit is utter unpreparedness. They have 
the same intolerant feeling toward Austria that 
the Drill Sergeants have fora recruit who can- 
not Keep step. 

A dreary play by Fred Lyster'and Paul Heriot 
served this afternoon to introduce to a London 
audience Miss'Cooper Parr, an Atserican lady, 
Whose fPeputation had not reached these shores. 
The play, which is catled *Sidonie,”’ is, I be- 
Reve, adapted from an Amefican novel, and 
bears no connection with Dandet’s novel, 
“Froment Jeune.” At any rate, it can in no 
sense be called a success. Its construction 
fs crude, its dialogne,commonplace, its inci- 
cents flat and uninteresting. Miss Cooper 
Parr played the French adventuress with con- 
siderable effect. She was rather metallic in 
style, but herdialect was perfect, her conception 
of the part bold, and her acting strong and oc- 
easionally powerful. 

Bartley Campbell’s “ Sineria” was produced to- 
night at the Princess’s Theatre to a large,audi- 
enee. Grace Hawthorne appeared as Sara, and 
was called before the curtainat the close of 
each act, as were J. H. Barnes, Mary Rorke, E. 
Cieary; and other performers. The piece was 
received fairly, and may run for the short time 
zllotted te it by the management.

Loxpon, Dec. 14.—Michael Davitt, in an

bitious to obtain a sensational advertisement. 

Jn either case, such a scare at the present time,

Any 
one who has read the United Irishman in the 
iast six months knows that Rossa has been en- 
gaged in defending himself against unfounded 
clarges by former friends, who affirmed that he 
had betrayed some men now undergoing long 
sentences for allegea complicity in dyna- 
mite plots. Mad 25 202388 is, he 
is utterly incapable, in my opinion, of betraying 
anyone to the English Government. But that 
he ot bis successor controls the vast sui men- 
tioned by the Times is as probable as that the 
ivndon unemployed have large banking ac- 
counts.

AUSTRIA’S MILITARY WORK. 
A REVIEW OF HER PRESENT RELATIONS 
WITH RUSSIA. 

VIENNA, Dec. 14.—The Fremdenblatt says 
the optimist views taken by the Austrian and 
foreign press regarding the relations between 
Austria and Russia are based upon a confusion 
of the military with the political situation. 
The diplomatic relations of Austria with 
Russia, it says, are of the friendliest char- 
acter, but the military situation is not 
improved, although it is not worse. 
It the concentration of Russian troops 


on the frontier continues, however, Austria must 
increase her frontier forces so as to maintain & 
mnilitary equilibrium. Austria’s policy 1s pacific. 
The statements emanating from France that the 
German Government and press are creating a 
war scare in order to effect the passrge of mili- 
tary billsin the Reichstag is absurd. The Goy- 
ernment can best serve the interests of the mon- 
archy by sustaining favorable political relations 
with Russia’ and. avoiding everything likely 
to interfere with a pacific and friendly 
understauding, while at the same time carefully 
providing that in the event of the failure of 
these endeavors the military position of the 
mouarcby shall not at the outset be found to 
have been thereby rendered less favorable. 
=~ declarations of representative bodies justify 
thé hope that the whole population, while desir- 
ing and feeling the necessity of peace, will 
alwWeys be ready.to come forward in their full 
strength to guard the empire’s safety. 

Advices from Lemberg say that the orders to 
Russian troops to proceed to the Austrian front- 
ler have been rescinded. 


GERMAN STATE AFFAIRS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 14.—The Reichstag to-day 
resumed debate on the Cereals bill and fixed the 
following duties: Oats, 3 marks: buckwheat and 
pulse, 2 marks; barley, 244 marks; malt, 4 
marks; maize, 2 marks; starch flour, 124 
marks; vermicelli and maccaroni, 1342 marks, 
and mill products, 1012 marks. The duty on 
yeast was increased to 65 marks. The proposed 


duties on rape and rape seed were rejected by a 
large majority. To-morrow the clauses referring 
to the limitation of foreign imports will be con- 
sidered. 

A Government bill has been prepared in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of the 
Bundersath increasing the stringency of the 
Socialist law, extending the penalties to expui- 
siou and loss of German citizenship, and empow- 
ering local authorities toexpel suspects.

10 HELP THE IRISH CAUSE. 
A MEETING AT WHICH SEVERAL MEM- 
BERS OF CONGRESS ASSIST. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Sir Thomas Hen- 
by Grattan Esmonde and the Hon. Arthur 
O'Connor, leaders of the Irish home rule cause 
in the English Parliament, arrived in this city 
this afternoon, escorted by acommittee of Wasb- 
ington Irish societies who had gone to 
Baltimore {to meet them. In the evening 
they were tendered a reception by the 
Trish societies and were conducted to the 
Masonic Temple,in which the reception, was 
held by an escort headed by the Third Artillery 
Band and consisting of the Union Veteran Corps, 
the Columbia Rifles, the Emmett Guards, the 
Continentals, the Knights of St. Columbkill, 
and the Catholic Knights of America. The 
hall of the temple was brilliantly illumi- 
nated and tastefully decorated with American 
of Irish flags and many-hued bunting, while 


' such appropriate inscriptions as “Scotland, 


Wales, and Ireland Demand Home Rule,’ 
“American Sympathy is with Ireland;” ‘Co- 
ercion is an Outrage on the Spirit of Human 
liberty ;” “ Columbia Greets Gladstone and Par- 
nell” ornamented the stage and walls. The 
audience was a large one, and long before the 
arrival of the guests nearly every seat in the 
body of the hall was oceupied. 

It was nearly 8:30 when the distinguished 
guests arrived and were escorted to seats upon 
the platform, where a large number of Sen- 
ators and Kepresentatives were present to do 
them honor. Among them were the following: 
Senators Sherman, Palmer, Hawley, Representa- 
tives Collins, Bland, Herbert, Outhwaiie, Foran, 
Lawler, O’Neill of Missouri, Woodburn, Phelan, 
Crain, Kennedy, Parker, Nutting, J. D. Taylor, 
Yost, and Brown of Ohio, and McShane, Fred 
Douglass, and Mr: Thomas H. Walsh, the head 
of the Irish movement in Washington. After 
the band had phe a selection of [rish airs 
Mr. Morris furphy, Chairman of the 
Committee on Arrangements, called the 
meeting to order, and said that owing to the 
unavoidable absence of Senator Ingalls, who 
was to have presided, the first business was the 
election of a permanent Chairman. Represent- 
ative O’Neill of Missouri proposed the name of 
Senator Sherman, and he was elected amid 
great cheering. Senator Sherman had just be- 
gun speaking when Senator Ingalls arrived and 
was escorted to the platform. 

Senator Sherman, in acknowledging the com- 
pliment conferred,uvou him, was greeted with 
loud applause and. cheers. In appearing here 
to-night he was bound to say that. he was nut 
an [rishmen, but the trouble was that his ances- 
tors had come to this country so many 
years ago that it was absolutely im- 
material whether they were Irish, Eng- 
lish, Scotch, or Welsh. He knew one 
thing—he was an American, [applause,] and as 
an American, feeling himself free to speak, not 
only of matters concerning our national affairs, 
but also as to the affairs of friendly nations, he 
took pleasure in saying that he believed he 
spoke the general voice of the people of 
tha United Statesin every part of the Union 
when be said to the distinguished guests that 
the sympathy of America went forth fully aud 
heagtily in the strong desire that they might 
have bome rule in Ireland to the full extent de- 
manded by Parnell and Gladstone. [Applause. ] 

Senator Ingalls, after the applause with which 
he was greeted had subsided, said two illustri- 
ous Irish members of the British Parliament had 
crossed the ocean to tell the stery of the wrongs 
of Ireland. They were here for the purpose, as 
he understood, of ascertaining the sentiments of 
the American people upon this great question 
which is now occupying the attention of men all 
over the civilized world, for the purpose of as- 
certaining by personal inspection and examina- 
tion whether or not it is true, as the Tories of 
Great Britain have said, that the sentiments of 
the great mass of the American people are not 
with Ireland in her struggie for home rule and 
constitutional lhberty, but that ail these 
movements are merely the contortions of parti- 
san demagogues andof obscure politicians for 
the purpose of catching the Irish vote, 
They had assembled, he said, in the 
shadow of the National Capitol for the 
purpose of saying, so far as he eould voice the 
sentiments of the assemblage, that the cause of 
Ireland is the cause of America; {great ap- 
plause;} thatin a deeper and wider sense it is 
es only the cause of Ireland but of humanity 
teelf. 

He then introduced Sir Arthur O’Connor to 
the audience, and as that gentleman stepped to 
the front of the platform he was received 
with cheers. In viewing’ the large as- 
semblage before him he said he was sen- 
sible of the greatness and sacredness of the 
cause which he bad the honor to represent. 
Here in Washington, at the headquarters of 
freedom, the capital of the grandest and freest 
community the world had ever seen, no cause 
which was not just and grand and noble 
could call forth such a distinguished audience. 
Mr. O’Connor proceeded to draw a vivid picture 
of the oppression and ee to which the 
Trish people were compelled to bow, and he de- 
tailed the demandsiwhich the Home Rule Party 
made upon the British Government. It denied 
the right, the morai competency, and the ability 
of any other community on earth to govern, 
to rule, and to administer Ireland. [Applause. ] 
The Irish claimed that obedience to law made 
by other than Irishmen was in Ireland not a 
matter of moral obligation, but simply a gques- 
tion of prudence. They claimed the right 
which every State in the United States 
enjoyed—the right to manage in_ Ire- 
land all those things which related ex- 
clusively to Ireland. They demanded a native 
Parliament, and that demand they would never 
forego nor cowpromise. {Applause.] If allowed 
to manage her own affairs Ireland would in a 
tew years present tothe world a picture of a 
people united, peaceable, industrious, contented, 
and happy. 

Senator Hawley, the next Speaker, said the 
speech of Mr. O’Conner was a statement of ter- 
rible fact, a terrible argument. Humanity every- 
where would say that he had stated 
wrongs which must be remedied. He 
joined very gladly in the welcome 
these distinguised representatives of 
great Liberal Party of the great British 
Empire. His heart was with them. There was 
no real American looking at the great breadth, 
strength, and final purpose of that party who 
could withhold bis hearty admiration and leve, 
He predicted local self-government in Ireland, 
and that it would be followed by local selt-gov- 
ernment in Scotland, Wales, and perhaps sub- 
divisions of England until we have a United 
States of Great Britain. 

After a series of resolutions prepared by the lo- 
cal committee had been read and adopted, Mr, 
Esmonde was introduced and greeted with 
cheers. He confessed toa feeling of most intense 
satisfaction at seeing so many men prominent 
in public life upon the platform. This meet- 
ing wasone of which much would be heard. 
Let no man think that this meeting was not 
geing to benefit the Irish cause, for when the 
people at home heard of what had been done to- 
hight in the Capital of tne United States they 
would be nerved to fight out the struggle to the 
end. . 

Several of the Representatives in Congress 
present also made speeches expressive of their 
sympathy with the Irish cause.

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END OF A WASTED LIFE. 

A SPENDTHRIFT MILLIONAIRE’S SHORT 
CAREER. 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., Dec. 14.—Sands W. 
Hopkins, a millionaire, 28 years old, whose ec- 
centricities have been the talk of Kansas City 
and the West for years, died this morning from 
the effects of a heavy dose of morphine. 
The career of this young man has had 
few parallels. Left at an early age with 
an immense fortune, he devoted his life to 
the spending of money, His brain was not the 
strongest in the world, and in consequence his 
antics became all the more noticeable. Up to 
the time of his marriage in 1880, Hopkins had 


sown enuugh wild oats to create a dozen corners 
in that popular commodity. in 1880 he married 
a Miss Magee of Independence, ana for two 
roe lived happily and foreswore his vicious 

abits. One day in 1882 Mrs. Hopkins 
sat reading the novel, ‘A Day of Fate,” when 
her husband entered the room with a gun which 
he had just loadea. They were alone in the 
house at tne time. This is his story of the trag- 
edy which followed: 

His fingers were greasy, and in handling the 
trigger the gun was discharged. The shot 
struck his wife, literally blowing her head off. 
Her brains were seattered around the room. 
Hopkins’s story was generally believed,’ 
and he was not _ arrested. Frem that 
day the young millionaire went back to his 
old life. No excesses became too steep for him. 
He gambled and drank inordinately, and his ex- 
penditures wereawful to contemplate. In proc- 
ess of time he reached the point when absinthe 
was his mainstay. Last September Hopkins 
caused a ripple of excitement by going to Europe 
with a man whom he said he had engaged to at- 
tend him and whip any person who 
might insult him. Tne New-York apers 
published an account of an _ alleged 
row which MHopkins’s henchman had in 
in front of the Gilsey House with a man who 
had jostled the millionaire. The two remained 
in Europe but 10 days and svon returned to 
Kansas City. : ° 

One of Hopkins’s last exploits was the riding 
of a spirited horse into the principal restaurant 
in town. He declared that he wished to 
treat his best friend. During the past 
two weeks Sands Houpkina had been the 
victim of thieves and confidence men. Burt 
Cornwell, a gambler, won $1,700 from him at 
poker. He purchased $5,000 worth of dia- 
inonds about a week ago, and took them 
with him to Hot Springs. Thera he 
was relieved of them by some confidence 
men. Last Saturday the diamouds were 
recovered by Chief of Police Hart of Hot 
Springs. All this week Hopkins had drank to 
excess. Last night he produced a bottie of 
laudanum at the home of his unele, and 
‘in the presence of two ladies swallowed 
the contents, declaring that he was tired of life. 
A physician was called, who worked over him 
all night, but without avail The young man 
died this morning.

A THIEF AND FORGER. 
INGENIOUS SYSTEM OF FORGERY 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—Ex-Chief of De- 
tectives Kelly, now bank detective, to-day un- 
earthed a system of forgeries and robberies 
which have been perpetrated by a young man 
since May last, based on stolen insurance 
policies worth $40,000. On Tuesday after- 
noon a young man entered the building of 
the Philadelphia Safe Deposit Trust and Insur- 
ance Company, ‘on Chestnut-street, below 
Fourth, and presented a check for $500 for pay- 
ment to the paying teller. The check was 
signed ‘Daniel M. Bowen.” The teller 
recognized him as an _ old depositor, 
but noticing the large amount for which 


the eheck was drawn examined it slowly, and 
thought he noticed a slight peculiarity in the 
signature. Although he had paid checks to the 
young mnan before, he decided to investigate be- 
fore cashing the check in question. He told the 
young man tocallan hour later, as he wanted 
to balance Mr. Bowen’s account. He then sum- 
moneda Detective Kelly, and instructed him to 
see if everything was all right about the check. 

Daniel M. Bowen is a conveyancer at 605 
Sanson-street, and he informed Mr. Kelly that 
he had given out no check that day, and, upon 
examining, the clerk at once declared it a 
forgery. Upon receiving a description of the 
young man who presented it he _ recog- 
nized him as his contidential and trusted 
clerk, William W. Haines. This discovery led 
Mr. Bowen to make a further investigation, 
which resulted in finding that 26 insurance 
policies which were in his safe, belonging to 
his clients, and representing in the neighbor- 
hood of $40,000 of insured property, were miss- 
ing. Haines wag arrested to-night. 

The guilty man broke down completely and 
said he would tellall. He then made a full cou- 
fession, and said he began his systematic rob- 
bery and forgeries in May last. His plan was to 
take an insurance policy and forge the names 
of the policy holders and then present it 
for payment. In this way he collected 
the premiums minus 10 per cent., charged by 
the companies for closing a policy before it had 
runout. He was thus able to get about $20 on 
every $1,000 of inaured property, whichamount- 
ed to $800 minus the 10 per cent, He admitted, 
however, that he had realized in tbe neighbor- 
hood of $1,000. This he had squandered during 
the Summer. Whenever he wanted money he 
weuld steal a policy, forge the holder’s name, 


and get it cashed.

NOI DISTURBED BY 
CENT ARREST. 
PRESIDENT DEXTER SEEMINGLY IN 
EARNEST ABOUT PRESSING HIS SUIT 

—WHAT THOSE INTERESTED SAY. 
The smile is back again. Henry S. Ivesis 
himself once more. The Tombs Police Court 
experience that worried and’ flurried him on 
Tuesday evening he treats now as a text for 
anything else than apparent fear and trembling. 
He and his lawyers, so he said yesterday, will 
be on hand when Justice Kilbreth opens court 
this morning ‘‘all ready to hurgy things through 
and get the charges jdismissed.” It is evi- 
dent that the young man believes that 
nothing serious is to come from this 
latest legal onslaught upon him. . “ The 
charges against me are easily disproved,” he 
says. ‘ My defense is that which I outlined in 
THE TIMEs’s published interview with me. I 
have done nothing that partakes of criminality; 
I have not conflicted with the law. Everything 
that I did while in control of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Company I was fully au- 
thorized to do. And it will not take long in court 
to justify myself fully. Iexpect to go upon the 
witness stand, and by documentary evidence I 


willshow that Mr. Dexter’s charges are un- 
founded, and that the $100,000 which he says I 
appropriated to my own uses went directly 
where it belonged.” , 

Edgar M. Johnson, of the law tirm of Johnson, 
Lauterbach & Hoadly, Ives’s attorneys, pays 
his respects to the charges against Ives in this 
fashion: “It is all a malicious and detestable 
attempt to persecute Ives. He is down, and 
they want to jump on him to keep him down. 
His side of the story isa very simple one. The 
trouble all arises from the Vandalia Rai!road 
deal. Ives, you know, was empowered by the 
Jincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Company to 
purchase the road, and was given $700,000 in 
round figures for the purpose by the com- 
pany. He expected he would have to 
pay $900,000, and provided himself with 
that amount. The road was obtained 
for $870,000, and the $170,000 was 
advanced by Ives himself. This draft, for steal- 
ing which he was arrested, was drawn on the 
Western National Bank of New-York by the 
First National Bank of Cincinnati, payable, I 
believe, to H. 8. Lves, as Trustee of the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton. It was drawn to 
make up part of the $170,000 deficiency. Now 
ives did not turn that draft of $100,000 over as 
us of the amount paid for theroad. He did, 

owever, Day over $100,000 frow other sources, 
and, of course, placed the draft to his own ac- 
count. When a map gives another a twenty- 
dollar bill to pay te some one for him, it is not 
necessary that that particular bill be the one 
paid over. That's Ives’s case exactly.” 

Mr. Johnson was of the opinion that the mat- 
ter should be the subject foracivil and not a 
criminal action, if any, and that atthe most it 
could be called embezzlement and not grand 
larceny. That Ives had done some some naugh- 
ty things Mr. Johuson thought very probable, 
but in this case he was innocent. resident 
Dexter of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, 
according to Mr. Johnson, was afraid that Ives 
would get up again and gain more control of his 
road than he wished him to have. Dexter had 
sald, and it could be proved, insisted Mr. John- 
son, that if Ives did not let the road alone he 
would put him behind prison bars. C. W. Cass, 
the attorney representing the Ciucinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton, was also actuated by spite to 
do as much damage as possibie, so Mr. Ives’s 
attorney averred, being ‘“‘saddied with 200 
shares of Mineral Range stock’ which lves had 
unloaded upon him. 

But the assertions of Ives and of Ives’s law- 
yer do not close the case. President Dexter of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Road, who 
appears as responsible chiefly for the arrest, is 
still inclinea to say little outside of the court 
room, about his case or his purposes. Mr: Dex- 
ter has the air, though, of a very determined 
man. People whe know him dismiss the 
idea that he undertakes the prosecution 
with anything but an absolute’ pur- 
pose of carrying it through to an_ end 
without compromise. A member of the New- 
York Stock Exchange, whose home was formerly 
in Cincinnati and who now has close business 
connections there, said yesterday that Mr. Dex- 
ter was ranked as one of tue ivremost of Cincin- 
nati’s citizens. Heisn’tin any sense a schemer 
or speculator. He believes in old-fashioned, 
conservative business methods, and if he be- 
comes devoted to any cause he can accomplish 
the work of a dozen ordinary men. ‘“ Ives,” 
said this gentleman, “will find the bluff doesn’t 
count with Julius Dexter.” 

Charles W. Cass, the lawyer, who wants to see 
Financier Ives behind the bars ou account of his 
operations while in control of the Mineral Range 
Railroad, and who is also acting as counsel for 
Julius Dexter in his campaign against the 
wicked youth, received a visit from his client 
yesterday raorning. Aftera little time in con- 
sultation the two sallied forth and descended

upon the office of Assignee Cromwell, who is in~ 


charge of Mr. Ives’s affairs and some of the 
books the bad young man’s banking firm and 
various railroad companies kept. The Ccollec- 
tion is not perfect. Sume volumes are missing, 
and if they could only be discovered Mr. Cass is 
sure they would contain some exceedingly val- 
uable information. But, so far, unfortunately, 
no Gen. Li Cesnola has arisen to attend to the 
restorations, and the contents of the missing 
treasures are still out of reach. When Mr. Dex- 
ter left his attorney be hied away up Wali-street 
to Broadway, passing the very building which 
on general principles ought to fallin upon the 
office of Mr. Ives, but as yet has failed to do so. 

Mr. Cass satin his office at 32 Nassau-street 
yesterday afternoon, and rejoiced in an exceed- 
ingly easy chair, as he taiked about the legal 
possibilities opening up betore Mr. Ives. About 
the Mineral Range case he was surer than ever 
that the duty of carrvingiton rested with the 
District Attorney’s office, where he had had the 
pleasure of instructing several ofthe lawyers of 
Mr. Martine’s staff in the facts upon which he 
bused his charges against Ives. But with one 
case already in court, with that young man in 
the place of defendant, the Mineral Range 
prosecution is not likely to come up im- 
mediately. 

“Mr. Dexter’s case againat Ives,” said Mr. 
Cass, ‘is something comparatively new. The 
facts upon whieh it is bused were only discovered 
about 10 days ago. Mr. Dexter brought them to 
me at 10 o’clock yesterday morning.” 

“What are you going to do with Partner 
Stayner ?” he was asked. 

* Do you know where he is?’ was the lawyer's 
Connecticut answer. Then he himself added: 
* He’s in Mexico to-day.”’ 

‘But what will you do when he comes back?’ 

“Well, that’s something I can’t say just now,” 
quoth Mr, Cass. “It will be easier to tell when 
he’s here again.” 

Then Mr. Cass went en to throw some light on 
the reasons for arresting the enemy so promptly. 
“jves,” he explained, “travels about a good 
deal. He’s in Ohio one day, in Indiana the next, 
and back here ngain, and then off again, and so 
on. Wetbought be might not be handy when 
we wanted him—Mr. Stayner’s in Mexico, you 
know. There wasn’t anything like malice in the 
arrest.” 

“And how about Partner Doremus? 
you any charges against him ?”’ 

“None atall. We have ro suspicion even that 
he was mixed up in Ives’s and Stayner’s doings. 
You see, to begin with, the articles of partner 
ship provided that he was to have nothing to do 
with the tinancial direction of the business. He 
was the outside man—the broker.” 

And Mr. Cass looked happier at tinding the 
bright spot in the Ives neighborhood. 

There is a suit pending, or rather getting 
ready to pend, against Assignee Cromweil, on 
bebalf of the Mineral Kanye Company, to get 
possession of $250,000 or so of stock 
of the Hancock and Calumet Railroad, 
which the former road was supposed to 
have acquired. This suit has been delayed by 
an unkind move on the part of the defense in 
asking that the plaintif’ give a bond for costs. 
This boud amounts to $250, and for a govod 
while it has not been forthcoming, the result 
being an indefinite postponement of the case. 
There 1s now good reason to believe, however, 
that the bond will be soon deposited, and then 
the courts can wet to work on the case. 

District Attorney Martine and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Davis, in charge of the complaints 
against Ives were surprised yesterday morning 
when they first learned, through the newspapers, 
of [ves’s arraignment in a police court. Mr. 
Davis said that be would go ahead with bis in- 
vestigation of the charges lodged in the District 
Attorney’s otlice, and present the papers to the 
Grand Jury when the Dexter complaint came 
up frow the Tombs. 

The Governors of the Stock Exchazs yester- 
day listed 5,000 shares of new Cincinnati, Ham- 
iiton and Dayton common stock, making 40,000 
shares now listed.

Favorable actwn is practically a vote of couti- 
dence in Julius Dexter. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 14.—Judge Van- 
derveer, at Hamiiton, Ohio, to-day issued an 
order restraining|the Directors of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Railroad from trans- 
ferring or selling the  one-mililon-doilar 
notes issued fer the purpose of raising 
funds to take up the claim against lves. This 
was at the suit of George K, Duckworth. This 
afternoon, in Cincinnati, the ease was brought 
betore the Cireuit Court, which in a very few 
minutes issued an order declaring Judge Van- 
derveer’s order void.

THE ATLANTA’S ORITICS. 


A FAIR TRIAL OF HER POWERS THE 
ONLY SENSIBLE COURSE OF ACTION. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The indorsement 

of Commodore Sicard, Chief of the Bureau of 

Ordnance in the Navy Department, on the re- 

port of the needs of the steel cruiser Atlanta 

as set forth in Capt. Bunde’s report, has finally 
been announced to the public, and, as was 
expected, is yery strongly in favor of the pres- 
ent arrangement of her battery, as far as the 
disposition of the guns about the deck is con- 
cerned, and of the advisability of giving the 
vessel an extended trial at sea. With this 
opinion the officers are, with very few 
exceptions, fin full accord. A eruise 


alongside the New-York Navy Yard, although 
possessing many advantages in the way of be- 
ing within a short distance of the theatres and 
other gayeties to be touxd in a large city, is 
hardly going to sea, as that term is popularly 
accepted, and certainly gives a poor chance for 
the solution of the grave question of the At- 
lanta’s seaworthiness, which has been under 
discussion ever: -%e her plans were drawn, and 
it was ascertaine. chat she had so much less 
freeboard than had been usual in vessels of her 
tonnage. In order to carry out Capt. 
Bunce'’s suggestions for udiitional bulwarks, 
there would be a necessity for lessening 
the weights elsewhere, as the vessel is already 
deep enough in the water, and therefore itis 
not advisable to increase her draught, the only 
reduction that can possibly be made them is in 
taking off her heavy guns and replacing them 
with others of lighter calibre. This the Chief of 
Ordnance very naturally opposes. His gung 
are there, and under the present arrangement 
the vessel has a heavy all-around tire and an 
eapecially puwerful bow and stern fire for a 
craft of her displacement. There has not 
been enough experience had with her 
battery, at least with her éight-inch guns, 
to pronounce against an ability to handle 
them in bad weather as the vessel has 
not had @ siorm of any kind thus far in her 
career, excepting this tempest in a teapot which 
has lately arisen. Some of the mounts for ma- 
chine guns which have been so severely criti- 
cised are already being considered and wiil un- 
doubtediy be improved upon, but it must be 
taken into consideration that some time has 
elapsed since they were designed, and that im- 
mense strides have been made in the past few 
years in ordnance matters. Atthe time they 
were designed they were fully equal to anything 
of their nature abroad, but in comparison to 
what will revlace them are not now to be con- 
sidered as satisfactory. By far the larger ma- 
jority of naval officers say that it is sound 
common sense to give the vessel a fair trial, 
which they think is the only practical way of 
determining the serious question at issue. 


HIGH LICENSKE IN ST. PAUL. 


FEARS THAT THE NEW LAW WILL NOT 
RE ENFORCED. 

St. Paut, Minn., Dec. 14.—In less than 
three weeks the date will arrive on which the 
high license law passed by tha last session of the 
Legislature will take effect in St. Paul, and the 
question uppermost in the minds of law-abiding 
citizens in general, and the ardent supporters of 


the high license system in particular, is “ Will 


the law be enforeed in this highly Democratic 
city and by the men who are at present running 
tbe municipal machinery?” The fact that Jan. 1 
is so close at hand and nothing is apparently be- 


ing done by the city officiais to prepare for 
an event which in all probability will ka the 
greatest in the history of the city, has been the 
cause of an uneasy feeling among the chayopions 
of high license, This assertion is based on the 
statement made to areporter by a we)l-known 
citizen that he had been informed by a gentie- 


. man of integrity and in a position to know that 


not @ single license would be taken out after 
Jan. 1, and that the municipal officials would 
take no steps toward having the violators of the 
law brought to justice. This assertion is a rathor 
broad one, but it is given acolor of truthful- 
ness from the fact that a prominent St. Paul 
divine, who is one of the acknowledged leaders 
of the high license movement, is now earnestly 
engaged in awakening a renewed interest in the 
question for the purposé of holding a mass 
meeting, at which action willbe taken to com- 
pel the city authorities to perform their duty 
when the time comes for them to act. 

While these statements are not proof conclu- 
sive that official laxity is to be expected, careful 
study of the provisions of the high license law 
will show that now in the short timein which 
preparations can be made the greatest poasible 
haste on the part of the Common Council will 
not avert annoying complications. The Council 
will be compelled to take action before the lst 
of January to determine what amountis to be 
charged for a license, the rate not to 
be lower than $1,000. Bonds must be 
approved, and applications for licenses pub- 
lished two weeks before being granted. No ap- 
pheatious for licenses under the new law have 
as yet been filed with the city. This fact is 
somewhat remarkable when it is taken into con- 
sideration that there are at the present time 708 
saloons in operation in St. Paul. 


LAWLESSNESS IN TEXAS. 

MoBEETIE, Texas, Dec. 14.—Stockmen in 
the Texas Pan Handle are clamoring for protec- 
tion from thieves and desperadoes who have 
their headquarters in the public land strips. A 
deplorable state of affairs exists alone the north- 
ern porders of the Texas Pan Handle. Thousands 
of heads of cattle are killed by the thieves for 


their hides, and the prairies are covered with 
carcasses. Many of the offenders are known, 
but the strip being wifhout law, Texas cattle- 
men have noremedy. The only form of a court 
existing in the strip is a Vigilance Committee, 
which is powerless to cope with the lawless 
elements.

Gen. Thomas Kilby Smith, a distinguished 
svidier of the waref the rebellion, died early yes- 
terday morning at St. Luke’s Hospital, of heart 
failure resulting from acute gastritis.

Williams took his audience in spirit to the war 
between Russia and Turkey. Views of Moukhtar 
Pasha, Gen. Skobeleff, and other of the com- 
manding Generals of this bloody war, and of 
scenes from the camp, the march and the battle- 
field brought forth frequent applause. The 
campaign againat Erzeroum was vividly de- 
scribed, and the treachery which led to the sur- 
render-of Moukhtar Pasha ingfthe Balkan passes 
before Phillippopolis disclosed in his depuncia- 
tion of it the true English feeling of the lecturer. 

His expedition with Gen. Roberts to Afghan‘ 
istan, in what promised for a long time to be the 
opening campaign of a war in Asia between 
Russia and England was .portrayed in an inter- 
esting manner, descriptive and illustrative of 
the peculiarities of the scenery about the Indus 
and the degert wastes over which the route 
of the exped}tion lay, of the peculiarities of the 
tribes now inhabiting the region in which the 
human raceis supposed to have had its birth, 
and of the hardships suffered by soldiers and 
correspondents en route. 

The next campaign in which the lecturer was 
engaged was the expedition sent out by the 
English Government for the relief of Chinese 
Gordon, penned up by the Soudanese in Khbar- 
toum. Pictures of the lower and upper cata- 
racts of the Nile, of the peculiar boata employed 
in the expedition, of the mishaps in which the 
lecturer with other correspondents suffered a 
duckfhg and the loss of their effects by the capsiz- 
ing of their boat,of archeological monuments and 
statuary,of battle fields strewn with corpses,and 
of many of the prominent leaders of the expedi- 
tion, eulivened a story that of itself was full of 
absorbing interest. Mr. Williams charged upon 
the incompetency of one commander of the ex- 
pedition, who succeeded to that distinction 
through the death by arifle ball of his superior 
officer, the failure of the expedition to reach 
Khartoum while Gordon was still alive. 

The last campaign deseribed by the lecturer 
took him into Servia and Bulgaria. He gave 
the Bulgarians credit for great hardihood and 
capacity for brandy. It was while so thor- 
oughly loaded with this liquid courage that they 
could hardly see where to shoot that the 
Bulgarians, lost to allsense of danger or fear, 
marched in the face of a severe fire upon tho 
Servian intrenchments, and by their very in- 
trepidity alone drove out their foes aud won for 
the Bulgarian army a prestige it never lost. 

The entire lecture was a feast foreyes and 
ears, and was highly appreciated by the large 
audience assembled. 


LOOKING FOR PEIER QUINN. 


THAT FORGED ‘CERTIFICATE OF CHAR- 
ACTER BOTHERING HIM. 


The fact was stated in Tue Trams of Dec. 
4 that the attention of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners had been called to the case of [an in- 
spector on the new aqueduct who, it was alleged, 
had secured his appointment through a forged 
certificate of character, which, under the law, is a 
misdemeanor. It was stated that the matter had 
been placed in the bands of Inspector Byrnes. 
Further details were made public yesterday. 


The complaint. it appears, was made by ex-Sen- 
ator Nelson and William H. H. Ely of West- 
chester County, who atated that thé certificates 
of application for places in the aqueduct service 
made by Peter Quinn and hia brether and Wiill- 
jam and Thomas ;O’Mara contained a number 
of false etatemsnts. They charged specifically 
that the name of Dr. Edward V. Brown of 
Tarrytown had been forged to the certificate 
of Peter Quinn, and said that each of the men 
named had one or more forged signatures on his 
application, and that they had sworn in their 
applications to the fact that they had never 
beep arrested, when the general knowledge of 
the people of Tarrytown was that they have 
been repeatedly arrested and have very bad 
characters. 

Seoretary Lee Phillips of the Civil Service Ex- 
armoining Board laid the complaints before 
Police Justice Kilbreth and asked for warrants 
forthe arrestof the men. The Quinn brothers 
and Thomas O’Mara were at work on the acque- 
duct, but William O’Mara failed to pass hia ex- 
amination. Justice Kilbreth said that the affi- 
davits of the men whose names were alleged to 
have been forged should be procured, and that 
then the warrants could be iseued. : 

Mr. Phillips at once began an investigation of 
the charges, and determined to proceed against 
the men under section 570 of the Penal Code, 
which makes it a misdemeanor for a person to 
obtain employment or appointment to any 
office or piace of trust by color or aid of auy 
falsae or forged letter or certificate of 
recommendation or of any false state- 
ment in writing as to his name, resi- 
dence, previous employment, or qualifications. 
On Tuesday Mr. Phillips went te Tarrytown and 
learned from the division engineers of the aque- 
duct that the men were doing their work in a 
competent manner and that nc complaints had 
been made against them, while complaints 
had been made against other inspectors. He 
found that the charge of forgery could 
be sustained only in the case of Peter Quinn, 
and. Dr. Edward V. Brown made an affidavit 
that his signature to the latter’s ne Pree pe bad 
been forged. Armed with this aitidavit and his 
own, he applied to Justice Kilbreth, and a war- 
rant was issued for the arrest of Peter Quinn 
and handed to Inspector Byrnes for service. 
There was arumor about Police Headquarters 
last night that Quinn had been arrested, but it 
could not be contirmed.

REMEDIES FOR INTEMPERANCE. 

The Medico-Legal Society of New-York 
held its annual meeting at the Hotel Bucking- 
ham last evening, and re-elected the old board 
of officers, with the exception of First Vice- 
President, Dr. W. G. Stevenson being substi- 
tuted. The discussion on the “ Jurisprudence of 
Inebriety,” which has been engaging the atten- 
tion of the society for some time, was then re- 
sumed, Several interesting papers were sub- 


mitted, one of them being by Miss Louise 
Thomas, but the one which attracted the most at- 
tention was thatread by Mr. Moritz Ellinger. He 
said that prohibition will never prove successful 
against the great evil ofinebriety. Temperance 
movements are proper and encouraging in their 
way, and will act as a regujator for the govern- 
ment of unnatural appetites, The total prohibi- 
tion, however, of bounties which nature has 
vouchsafed will rather imcrease a desire for 
them thar otherwise. The remedy suggested by 
Mr, Ellinger was to leave the control of unnat- 
ural appetites to home influence and training. 
Impress parents with the fact that theirs 1s the 
responsibility of their sons’ and daughters’ for- 
mation of character. Legislation can accomplish 
very little, 

‘The example of father and mother, the edueca- 
tion by the teacher and preacher must do every- 
thing, and especially woman can exercise an 
overpowering infinence in this direction. Not, 
however, by public agitation, nor by the ferma- 
tion of praying bands, but by the quiet and de- 
termined influence which she wields at home 
and in society. Drinking saloons should be 
under legal restraint, and every proprietor 
should be held Cg eye for the drunkard who 
is supplied with liquor in his place. Do not 
preach against moderate indulgence, do not 
preach prohibition, but temperance. 

Ex-Judge Noah Davia closeG the meeting with 
a few remarks in explanation of the law’s rela- 
tions to inebriety as a cause for crime, and then 
the members and their guests adjourned to the 
hotel banquet hall to discuss the society’s an- 
nual dinner.

MR. KONG AND MR. LONG ENTER 
INTO A LITILE SUHEME. 

FONG GETS $3,500 FROM A SYNDI- 
CATE AND WHAT HE HAS DONE 
WITH IT IS A MYSTERY. 

Foo Long belongs to the firm of Kwong 
Chang, importers of Chinese goods, who do bus-

It seems that last week Chew Fong, being an 
enterprising Celestiai, conceived a plan calcu-

He entered 2 Mott-street one day and, 
drawing Foo Long stealthily aside, told him 


of an opportunity to make much money. He told 
of a Jot of opium which was on the way from 
San Francisco to Newark, and that it could be 
bought on arrival very cheap indeed. He 
showed that, while the uninitiated were paying 
$126 per 81g pounds, the lot which he knew of 
could be bought $113 per 81g pounds. Moreover, 
he knew that the opium was of the very finest 
quality. Foo Long, being of a conservative dis- 
position, did not jump hastily at Fong’s proposi- 
tion to form asyndicate and purchase the cheap 
7 ag Heo said that he must have time to con- 
sider. 
*’ In June Fong again approached Long, this 
time armed with all the Celestial eloquence at 
hiscommand. He urged the importer, a8 an in- 
fluential man, to interest his friends in the 
scheme. He said the opium was likely to arrive 
at any moment, anid dwelt upon the necessity of 
quick action. Foo Long listened with unchang- 
ing features to the words of praise poured into 
his ear. He scorned flattery. But he decided to 
form a syndicate. He succeeded in getting $800 
from the firm of Kwong Long Gee; a merchant 
named: Pak Sang contributed $250, Long's firm 
contributed $1,150, while Long himself put up 
$1,000. Thus a nice little purse of $3,2 was 
raised, which was intrusted to Long as a trust- 
bb ving A and reliable agent to buy the opium 
when it arrived. 

On July 1 Fong went HNastily to Long and said 
he wanted the money. The opium had arrived, 
and he must have $3,500 at once. He said that 
he did not want to take anybody to the white 
man with whom he dealt, and must pay the 
money aione. Long demurred, but finally con- 
sented, and, adaing $300 to the $3,200 he held, 
gave it all to Chew Fong. 

That was the last that was ever seen of it. 
Long says that Fong hid it away and is now 
about to hie him away to his native 
land where he can enjoy his ill-gotten 
wealth undisturbed, but that he does not 
intend to let any such thing happen, and 
has taken legal steps to preventit. Fong denies 
that he has seen the $3,500. He says that he 
was to buy the opium of a certain or uncertain 
Sam Jones, and that on July 5 he accompanied 
Sam to the Adams Express ojfice at Newark, 
and there gave him the money upon being shown 
three barrels marked “ flour,”’ but understood to 
contain the opium. The grocer’s label did not 
lie for once; the barrels did contain flour. Sam 
has disappeared entirely. 

Frank H. Crane and H.F. Sharp, expressmen 
at the Newark office, say that they remember 
Fong and Sam tJones very well. They came to 
the office on July 5 and nad some difficulty 
about the express charges. The expressmen are 
quite sure that the Chinaman dia not give Jones 
any money while in the office. 

The rumors which have been floating around 
Mott-street for several days that Fao- 
Lung was to seek redress in the courts 
have caused considerable excitement. 
A. reporter visited Foo-Lung’s place 
of business yesterday afternoen. Long is a 
short gentleman of between 55 and 105 years 
of age, @ pronounced brunette, and is very lim- 
ited in his English vocabulary. ‘‘Me no talk,” 
he said emphatically, and he kept his word. A 
number of his neighbors who were willing to 
talk spoke such bad Chinese that the reporter 
was unable to understand them. The one celes- 
tial who could and would speak English said, 
with a gieam of wiedom in his small, bias-cut 
eye, ‘Bad dlizness, bletter let lawyers alone.” 


NATIONAL OAPITAL ZTOPIOS. 


A WAR ON ADULTERATED LARD—MR. 
FAULKNER SWORN IN. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—An earnest effort 
is being made by the manufacturers of pure lard 
throughout the country, and espeeially in the 
East, to induce Congress to pass some act 
which will give them a chance to com- 
pete with makers of adulterated lara with- 
out loss. Representatives of Boston and other 


Eastern packers say that the adulteration of 
lard has been carried on to such an extent that 
they have been compelled for along time to sell 
the pure article at alossof froml1 to 2 cents a 
pound from the actual cost of making. They 
want Congress to deal with the ques- 
tion much aes it did with oleomargarine 
last year, by requiring the adulterated 
stuff to be labeled ‘‘ adulterated,” and its man- 
ulacturers to pay a tax of, say, 1 cent a pound.

DEFENDING GEN. MNULTA. 


PRESIDENT ASHLEY SAYS HE IS RIGHT 
IN THE POSITION HR BAS TAKEN, 

Sr. Lours, Dee. 14.—The great’ fight in 
the West against the proposed reduction of rates 
by the Wabash Railway on Dec. 20 took a new 
turn to-day. President O. D. Ashley of the 
Wabash Western returned this morning from 
Chicago, where he has been trying to patch up 
some sort of a compromise. Receiver MeNulta 
has been charged with the responsibility for the 
proposed reduction, which would entail a loss of 
$10,000,000 during the next year on all the 
Western lines, and has been soundly abused in 
consequence. Mr. Ashley says: “I talked with 


Gen. McNulta very fully on the subject, and 
not only with him, but with the railroad men gen- 
erally in Chicago, and I obtained from all sides 
substantially the same statement of the facts. 
They clear Gen. McNulta of the responsibility in 
the present trouble, and when Gen. MeNulta 
came in as Reveiver he found the question of 
law already settled and the rates already made, 
and be accepted the situation. I will not enter 
on the question whether that was good policy 
or whether Judge Cooley was right. They were 
the circumstances in which Gen. MeNulta found 
himself. Now the Chicago roads do not pro rate 
with the lines east of Chicago, but their tratiic 
pe at Chicago. Their rates were neces- 
sarily higher than the Wabash rates. There- 
fore, and in consequence, the Wabash 
took away a considerable business from 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy and other 
roads which are competing lines. 

“This business amounted to a good deal— 
enough at least to make them feel it, and they 
tried to make Gen. McNulta raise his rates at 
certain points, which would have been gross dise 
crimination against them. He refused to do 
this, of course. Then the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy announced that it would reduce its 
rates in Illinois to Chicago in order to regain its 
business. This forced the fight on the Wabash. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Suing announced 
areduction on Jan. 1, and Gen. MoNulta, the 

ght having béen forced on him, simply came to 
the conclusion that he would take the bull by 
the horns and would anticipate his competitor 
and announced the reduction to take place Deo, 
20. As far as I can learn he was compelled 
under the circumstances to do what he did. 

“[ called on Gen, McNulta, and so far from 
refusing to listen he went fullyinto the subject, 
and was very reasonable. It was he who pro- 
posed referring the matter to Judge Gresham, 
but Judge Gresham refused to enter into it, as it 
was out of his province. Gen. McNulta finally 
agreed to postpone if the Burlington would, but 
the Burlington refused. I called on the man- 
agers of all the roads interested, and President 
Cable of the Rock Island finaily agreed to call a 
meeting of managers in Chicago on Friday. The 
Burlington agreed to have a representative 


present, and we hope to come to some amicabie 
agreement.” 


NO TROUBLE ANTICIPATED. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Dec. 14.—Vice-President 
Oaks of the Northern Pacific is in New-York, 
and Counsel McNaught is also out of the city. As 
neither of these gentlemen could be seen rela- 
tive to the indictments brought in Montana 
against the officers of the road, Gen. Anderson, 
chief} engineer, who is familiar with matters on 
the west end, was asked what,they meant. He 


explained first that the Montana Improvement 
Company made a business o cutting 
timber for the road and to supply the mining 
camps at Butte, working under the laws of Con- 
gress. He said that the great trouble there was 
that the land was not surveyed. The charter of 
the Northern Pacitic expressly stated that the 
land should be surveyed as soon as practicable, 
and the road had long endeavored to get this 
done, but Commissioner Sparks had always re- 
fused. Although there was a law of Congress 
allowing private parties to have land surveyed 
by advancing the money to pay for the same, 
Commissioner Sparks refused to allow the road 
to do this. 

The timber had veen cut for purposes of con- 
struction and repairs on the road, but the Gby- 
ernment inspectors had denied the right to cut 
it for repairs, and these indictments were the 
result. Gen. Anderson had no doubt that 
the indictments would amount to nothing, as 
had others before them. Last Winter President 
Harris, Vice-President Oaks, Assistant General 
Manager Buckley, together with the division 
Superintendent, roadimaster, and contractor, 
were indicted for the sam@ oftense in Idaho, The 
three last mentioned were served with papers 
to appear at Lewiston in the Winter, put no 
service was obtained on the otbers. Lewiston is 
120 miles from a railroad, but the men appeared 
there with the company’s attorney. Noone ap- 
peared against them, and the cases were dis- 
missed. The land not being surveyed, it waa im- 
possible to tell whether timber was cut from 
Government land or from the alternate, sec- 
tions owned by the railroad company, conse- 
quently no case could be made outin court. He 
expressed the opinion that these indictments 
were in the nature of persecution, and that the 
fact of the country being unsurveyed was the 
groundwork of the wholetrouble. A telegram 
received at the Northern Pacifio headquarters 
states that the indictments are for timber cut at 
Eddy Station in 1884

COMMUTERS COMPLAINING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—The residents 
on the line of the Germantown and Norristown 
Branchfof the Reading Railroad yesterday placed 
their grievances in the hands of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Kirkpatrick, at Harrisburg, and prayed the 
Commonwealth to aid them in their fight against 
the Reading. The trouble grew out of the action 
of the Reading Railroad Company last Aprilin 


discontinuing the issuance of season and school 
tickets for any number of monthsto one year, 
and limiting the season ticket to one or three 
months and school tickets to one month. 
The number of rides on the monthiy 
season ticket was also fixed at 60, and 
180 for the three months’ tickets. The rides 
forthe monthly school ticket were fixed at 46. 
The rate of the monthly season ticket 
was not increased,but the three months’ and the 
school ticket was. In their petition the com- 
muters claimed that the company had exceeded 
its rights and privileges by paying a dividend of 
more than 12 per cent. per annum and in charg- 
ing more than 2cents per mile for passengers 
and mere,than 2 cents per ton for merchan- 
dise. 

The petition is accompanied by a large num- 
ber of reports and statistics, and closes by sub- 
mitting that it is the duty of the State to protect 
the people by forcing the railroad company to 
comply with the terms of ita charter. The 
reply of the company says the rate for each 
passage on the monthly tickets is less than 
2 cents per mile; that the rates for daily trips 
do not exceed 2 cents per mile; that the profits 
on the capitalization of the road are less than 
12 per cent., and that the only subject formally 
complained of—that of single ftares—is 
not the real issue. The answer ends 
by saying that. it is not 8 case 
for intervention by the Commonwealth, and 
says “ let these people undertake the litigation 
themselves if after all this they have still the 
conviction of their opinions.” This 1s a test 
case and to some extent involves all the lines of 
the Reading system.

THE EASTERN ROAD’S AFFAIRS. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 14.—The annual 
meeting of the Eastern Railroad Company was 
held to-day and the following resolution was 
submitted and unanimously adopted: 


Whereas, The Legislature has authorized the 
Trustees under the mortgage of this company to in- 
vest their sinking fund moneys in certificates of in- 
debtness of the road; and 

Whereas, The Supreme Court has declared that 
the certificates of indebtedness purchased for the 
sinking fund are to be canceled; 

Resolved, That it might reasonably be anticipated 
that the Trustees, though having the liberty to in- 
vest in other securities, wonld give the preference 
to the certificates of indebtedness, if those could be 
obtained at a fair price as compared with the other 
authorized securities, for the purpose of reducing 
the debt as fast as possible. 

The following also was adopted: 


Voted, That the interests of this company require 
a consolidation of stocks and franchises between it 
and the Boston and Maine Railroad, and that the 
Directors of this company are requested to co- 
operate with the Directors of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad in procuring om the Legislature at its 
next session the proper éhabling legislation, 

The Directors’ report shows anet income of 
$425,082 and a aurplusfor the year of $325,082. 
Yor tne first time since the lease of the road to 
the Boston and Maine the maximum amount to 
which the Eastern Railroad is entitled has been 
received—viz., $486,000. By the cancellation 
of bonds belonging to the sinking fund an 
annual saving of $49,000 in the interest ac- 
count has been made. The plan for the issue of 
preferred stock for an amount sufficient to 
reduce the certificates of indebteduess out- 
standing to below the sum of $10,000,000, 
as stated in the last report, has been 
earried out. Lhe Directors have consented to 
the lease by the Boston and Maine of the Boston 
and Loweil, and also of the Manchester and 
Lowell Road, believing that these leases will 
strengthen the Boston and Maine, ard so add to 
the prosperity of the road. 

It was aunounced late this afternoon that 
owing to some mixing of the ballots the resuitot 
the voting for Directors would not be wade pub- 
lic until some time to-morrow.

THE CHARGES WHICH WILL BE MADE 
AFTER DEC. 26. 

The trunk line Presidents who, with their 
Vice-Presidents and traffic Managers, had meta 
delegation from the Central Trafic Association 
at Commissioner Fink’s office on Tuesday, sat 
down to another conference with their Western 
allies at the same place yesterday. On the pre- 
vious day they had decided to end the war in 
rates on dressed beef freights, and to allow the 
Grand Trunk and Chicago and Grand Trunk 
Railways a differential, but they had not been 


able to agree upon the size of this allowance to 
the Canadian system, and the question came up 
again before them at yesterday's meeting. 

It is the pet theory of the Grand Trunk that it 
should be allowed a differential of 10 per cent.

cut of 642 cents under the full rate from Chicago 
to New-York on dressed beef shipments. This 
10 per cent. is more of a differential than the 
trunk lines feel willing to agree to, and so itis 
not to be wondered at that noagreement on the 
subject was reached Dag ml although the 
representatives of all the lines still declared 
thattheir companies were anxious to have the 
fight ended,and harmony and profits restored. 
By an agreement entered into on Tuesday the 
settling of the Grand Trunk’s differential is 
thus left to Commissioner Fink, representing the 
trunk lines, and Commissioner Blanchard, rep- 
resenting the Central Traffic Association. 

The — of raising export rates came up 
yesterday, and it was agreed that an increase 
should be made. None was settled upon, how- 
ever, the matter being left to the attention of a 
meeting of the Western roads at Chicago to- 
day. New rates, it is expected, will be fixed at 
this assembly.

FITZCK’S EXPERIENCE—THE MOS- 

SER IN A HURRICANE, 

Capt. Fitzck of the British steamship 
Mosser, whieh arrived on Tuesday evening from 
Yokohama by way of Suez, met with a severe 
accident during a hurricane on the night of 
Dec, 7, He was making the rounds of the ves- 
sel, when she gave a heavy lurch, and in order 
to save himself from falling he seized a heavy 
iron door. As he did so the door suddenly closed, 
crushing the four fingers of his right hand toa 
jelly. Yesterday, soon after the vessel was 
docked, the injured fingers were amputated. 

A violent gale set in during the afternoon of 
Dec, 7 and was accompanied by a terrific sea, 
which frequently broke over the Mosser, The 
hand-steering gear was smashed and a rod in 
the steam-stesring gear waa broken, disabling 
the latter, For four hours no attempt was 
made to steer the vessel, although her 
engines were kept going ahead 
The Mosser drifted seven miles out of 
her course while in this condition, 
and the seas swept over her for aud aft. Nearly 
all of the deck work was injured, one of the star- 
board boats was smashed, and the deck ladders 
and hen coops were washed away. The weather 
moderated somewhat and thegrew succeeded in 
repairing the steering gear. At 4 e’clock next 

incorning the ship resumed her course, Another 
atorm set in next day and continued 48 hours.

BaLtimonn, Dec. 14,—The Presbyterians 


had a spirited discussion in the session ef the | 
Presbytery to-day on the question of the duty 


of the church to the ealared race, As Baltimore 
is @ centre of church work the discussion will 
interest Presbyterians everywhere. The Rey. 
Dr. Weaver, the Chairman of the Committee on 
Freedmen, in his report said that there were 
146,000 colered people in the bounds of the 
Kaltimore Presbytery, but there were only 
10,068 who were members af the Presbyte- 
yian Church and Sunday gehool. He said 
the church had net done its duty toe the 
colored peaplea. The pepors recommended: 
Virst, that the Pastors of all churohes be urged 
to acquaint their people fully with our work 
among the freedmen, and appeal te them to 
make increased contributions to the cause; 
second, this Preshytery asks that the women of 


the churenes of our Presbytery join with their 
sisters of other Presbyteries and do their part in 
elevating the freedwemen and girls of the 
South. 

There was 8 long discussion on the report, 
whioh was adopted with the recommend- 
ations, The Rey, Mr. Davenport mate 
& stirring address to the Presbytery 
in behaif of the colored people, He thought 
that the Presbyterian Churea bad not done its 
duty to them, The Rev. Mr. Braneh thought 
the days of usefulness of the Board of Freedmen 
had passed, and the Preabytery might as well 
make up its mind to that faet. The Rev. Mr, 
Samuel McLanahan thought that special work 
should be done for the colored peopne, Just as it 
was done for the Indians and the Normons. The 
Rev, Mr. Moffat advanced the idea that it would 
have been far better to send the money raised 
to educate and Christianize the colored people 
to the Southern Presbyterian Chureh, and iet 
them make use of it and spend it for the good of 
the colored people. The Rev. Mr. George Mor- 
rison then said that this was exactly what the 
political leaders did not wish. They did not 
wish the North tu send money that the Southern 
negro should he educated. 

The Rev. Mr, Mottatt arose and said that the 
brother was misrepresenting him. He did not 
Say anything about political leadera; he spoke 
of the leaders of the Southern Presbyterian 
Church, 

Thia talk brought the Rev. W. C. Brown, a 
colored preacher, to hisfeet. After a few re- 
marks he said he had been told that a prominent 
ministerin the Seuthern Presbyterian Church 
had said that acolored man had nasonl. The 
Moderator atopped him, and there were a few 
minutes of excitement. The Rev. Mr. Brown 
continued: His complaint was that the negro 
was sacrificed on every occasion, and that the 
Rev. Mr. Davenport and others knew it. At 
the last union Thanksgiving aervices of the 
Presbyterians in East Baltimore, the colored 
people were not asked to take part. They felt 
this discrimination. The Rev, Mr, Brown 4aid 
he had always been treated courteously by the 
Presbytery of Baltimore and he never could 
complain of their treatment. 

The Rev. Dr. Weaver, the Pastor of the Madi- 
son-Street (colored) Church, theught himself 
thatit would be better if the work among col- 
ored people was under the care of the Home 
Mission Board and not under a separate board. 
The Southern Church waa willing and anxious 
to help the colored people, but they had not the 
—, oarry out their desires as far as they 
wished, 


MR. CODMAN’S

** VIOLETTR’S” LETTERS READ 
IN COURT. 

Boston, Dee, 14.—The Codman will case 
has arrived at that point where itis very inter- 
esting to the great crowd of hangers-on who 
pack the court room every time a sensational 
cage isin progress. Two stout-armed constables 
lugged in a big trunk to-day, which had for its 
contents something like 2,000 letters written by 
Mra. Kimball, the Violette in the case, to John 
Amory Codman. ‘The trunk was placed in front 
of the jury. In addition to the letters 
there was quite a large bunch of 
photographs. ‘The trunk was opened and 
the pictures were given to the jury. 
They looked mightily interested, and their 


smiles excited the envy of the spectators. Mr. 
Shattuck, counsel for Mrs. Codman, wanted to 
see the pictures, and complained that Lawyer 
Morse had not treated him fairly in giving them 
to the jury before submitting them to him. Mr, 
Morse said that the pictures were too indecent 
to show the public. That made everybody all 
the more anxious to see them. Mrs. Codman 
and her daughter left the room. Then Mir. 
Morse said he would read seme of the eorre- 
spondence, and the public pricked upits col- 
lective ear. 

The letters read were written by Mrs. Kimball 
to Mr. Codman, and were from Pertland, Old 
Orchard, Wolfborough, N. H.; North Conway, and 
Boston. They were signed with a great variety 
of pet names, and many of them were the same 
as those read ut the trial in the Probate Court. 
The principal evidence of the day was given by 
Mrs, Codman and Miss Martha C. Codman, a 
daughter, Mrs, Codman was cross-examined 
by Mr. Shattuck, who endeavored to show 
that Mrs. Cedman's testimony regarding 
her busband’s peculiarties was given with the 
intention of leading the jury to believe that Mr. 
Codman was insane, Miss Codman seemed very 
anxious to go on the witness stand when her 
name was galled. She testitied that she went to 
Europe with the family in 1874. Further she 
said: ‘‘My mother was always kind and con- 
siderate to hin. At Nice father said, after I re- 
fused to take his arm from tha drawing reom, 
* You may all go to —— aad be-—, one, two, and 
three of you, forall I care.’ This oceurred up 
Btairs, When we wore all presant. He wept very 
violently. He never gaye any reason for such 
fits, and we never could understand them, I 
saw Mrs. Kimball at a fair in Bostonin 1872 and 
at various places in Europe.” 

Miss Codman then detailed her father’s habits 
after their return from Europe. Her testimony 
was the same as that given by her mother yes- 
terday. Rum was his usual tipple and * My 
Ged” his favorite expression. ‘*One day while 
we were dining together my father said: ‘I 
would put a bullet through my headin no time 
were it not for the people who are dependent 
upor me.’ In 1877 mother ana I went to father’s 
studio. He seemed surprised and embarrassed 
at seeing us, We wanted to go into 
a side room, but he said, ‘Don’t go in 
there.’ We asked him why not, and he 
said, ‘Wait here.’ He then went into the 
room, and aus the door opened I could see Mrs, 
Kimball sitting on the sofa, We afterward sat 
beside her at the Glebe Theatre. After we re- 
turned from Enrope father became very negli- 

ent in his dress, and said that he could not af- 
ord new clothes. Mother made him three eoats 
herself. He wore shabby clothes in the street, 
and never brushed his hair, but wiped it with a 
towel after washing. He was very averse to 
being called by name in public places. It dis- 
pleased him very much to have any one say 
* How do you do, Mr. Codman?’ ”

It is quite true 
that the sympathy of the people of this coun- 
try is with the Irish in their struggle for 
self-government, but the effusiveness of 
Senators SHERMAN and INGALIS§ in 
appearing as their champions is not 
free from the suspicion that the Irish 
of this country were quite as much in their 
thoughts as those of Ireland. Mr. INGALLS 
went altogether beyond the bounds which 
the proprieties of the occasion demanded 
in making common cause with the Irish 
against Great Britain as the hereditary 
enemy of this country. There was no occa: 
sion for calling up all our past grievances 
by way of emphasizing our sympathy for 
Ireland, which would be quite as useful to 
that unhappy land if it had the appear- 
ance of coming from a friend of Great Brit- 
ain, though it might not tickle quite as 
much the Irish who have.votes here and 
who would be glad to see our relations with 
that country in a state of constant disturb- 
ance, 

RT PR OSE SERS AT ENS 3 PURE AER tte HOO 

Itis not likely that the attempt of Eng- 
lish Roman Catholics to secure the help of 
the Vatican in denying the claims of Ire- 
Jand will amount to much. It is rather sur- 
prising that a considerable number of Eng- 
lish Catholics have signed a petition in 
favor of home rule. For English Catholics, 
as a rule, are extreme conservatives in pol- 
itics, and have little but the name of their 
religion in common with the Irish peas- 
antry. Sir GkrorGE ERRINGTON, who, 
with the Duke of NorFoLxK, refused 
to sign the petition, has apparent- 
ly started again upon the mission 
which he unsuccessfully undertook some 
years ago of committing the Pope to the 
English view of the Irish question. The 
clerical statesmen of the Vatican are well 
aware that the support of a fewrich Eng- 
lishmen who take the same sort of pride 
in the family religion that they take 
in the family plate does not coun- 
terbalance the devotion of several mill- 
ions of Irishmen and Irishwomen. They 
are also aware that the National League 
has become a very formidable rival to the 
Church, insomuch that if the Irish people 
were called upon to choose between the 
League and the Church, it is by no means 
clear on which side the majority would be 
found. There is, therefore, little likelihood 
that they will be induced to demand such a 
choice. 

The natives of the arctic coasts seem to 
be acquiring a reputation for the friendly 
treatment of shipwrecked seamen almost as 
marked as the contrary notoriety which has 
made other shores the dread of all mariners. 
The last Congress appropriated money to be 
laid outin presents for the inhabitants of 
that region who had shown memorable hos- 
pitality to the officers and men of an ill- 
starred Government vessel. Now a billis 
brought before the present Congress to 
authorize the expenditure of a small sum 
among the natives who took care of VIN- 
CENT, the only survivor of the wrecked 
bark Napoleon. Asitis the custom to give 
medals or other tokens of Government ap- 
preciation for conspicuous acts of heroism 
or humanity to our countrymen, it seems a 
wise policy no lessthan a natural expression 
of gratitude to reward from to time with 
useful gifts the specially compassionate 
treatment of our sailors by the dwellers on 
arctic coasts. 


THE SECRECY OF THE SENATE. 


Senator PLatr of Connecticut has, ac- 
cording to his announced intention, intro- 
duced his resolution for open sessions of the 
Senate to consider Executive nominations 
and treaties, and our Washington dis- 
patches report that the friends of the meas- 
ure are very hopeful thatit may pass. In 
any case Mr, PLATT is determined that the 
resolution shall not be smothered in com- 
mittee; that a report, for or against it, shall 
be made to the Senate, and that the Senate 
shall be brought to an open vote upon it. 
This is beyond question the right way in 
which to goat the work. It isa fight be- 
tween light and darkness, and the more it 
can be conducted openly, the more Senators 
can be forced to make arecord onit that 
their constituents can know and under- 
stand, the more they can be compelled to 
state reasons for their course, favorable or 
adverse, the greater will be the chances 
that the light will win. 

The arguments for open sessions are al- 
most too obvious to require statement. The 
burden of proof lies wholly with its oppo- 
nents. On the face of the facts the people 
are entitled to know what the Senate does 
and why it.doesit, as regards both nomina- 
tions and treaties. Of the two the former 
isthe more important branch of the sub- 
ject, because few treaties of any importance 
can be carried out without the concurrence 
of the House of Representatives, which in- 
volves publicity. The few that are excep- 
tions will be sure to be got at in one way 
or another. 

But as to nominations and appointments 
there is no country in the world not an 
absolute despotism in which such bad 
methods are so freely employed, and in 
which the people are kept in‘such ignorance 
of what immediately concerns them as is 
the case in the United States. For this the 
Senate is responsible. The system was de- 
vised to give political patronage to the 
Senators of the dominant party, and to 
enable them to control that patronage with- 
out real responsibility, and therefore with- 
out any real check on error, or greed, or 
even corruption. There are practically three 
elements in the system, First, Senators in- 
dividually claim the right to largely influ- 
ence, if they cannot determine, the selec- 
tion of nominees by the President. 
Second, the unwritten rule known as “the 
courtesy of the Senate” allows the Senators 
of the dominant party from each State to 
control, save in very exceptional cases, the 

confirmation or rejection of nominations 
for offices within their own States. Third, 
the nominations for offices in States repre- 
sented by opposition Senators are largely 
given over to the general disposition, on 
party grounds, of the Senators of the party 
dominant in the Administration. To these 
elements there is added another at present 
by the fact that the majority of the Senate 
4 is. opposed to the party represented by the 


President, but this only acts to make the 
majority vigilant to get political capital 
where it can from special cases. 

It will be seen that there are ample and 
permanent reasons why a system like this 
should be worked in secret. It could not be 
worked openly. The mon engaged in it and 
profiting by it, to wit, the Senators, would 
be ashamed to do in daylight what they are 
constdntly doing in the darkness: No Sen- 
ator would have the face to demand in pub- 
lic that a nomination should be confirmed 
because he had secured it from the Presi- 
dent, because his own political fortunes de- 
pended on it, because he was ready to re- 
turn to his fellow-Senators such favors in 
kind, and because it was none of the peo- 
ple’s business whether the nomination 
was or was not fit to be con- 
firmed. Yet in secret session these are 
in substance and effect precisely the ar- 
guments used by Senators, and where they 
are not used they are still acted upon by a 
mutual tacit understanding. Nor is it alone 
the proceedings in the Senate’s executive 
sessions that require secrecy. It is the con- 
duct of the Senators in securing nomina- 
tions—which would necessarily be frequent- 
ly disclosed and criticised were the nomina- 
tions considered in public—that makes 
Senators averse to having nominations ‘so 
considered. At present, if they can avoid 
the curious reporters, and keep those they 
disappoint reasonably quiet, they are secure 
in the possession of very great powers with- 
out any effective accountability. To this 
extent they are irresponsible rulers, exer- 
cising a despotism that is complete within 
its limits. Such a state of things has no 
more right to exist under our Government 
than the Star Chamber. 

Nearly, if not quite a majority of the Sen- 
ators know that this system is bad to rot- 
tenness, and wish to rid themselves of it. 
They have been prevented chiefly by the 
feeling, always very strongin a close cor- 
poration like the Senate, of conservatism 
and timidity toward anything established 
and sustained by a considerable number of 
the members. But it is high time that this 
feeling was givenup. The evil is too ob- 
vious and too monstrous to be tolerated. 
There is absolutely no decent reason for not 
uprooting it. Its abolition is one of the 
simplest, most fruitful, and most imperative 
reforms that could be made. There is not 
a shadow of difference of public opinion re- 
garding it, Thereis nota man in the Union 
who is not directly interested in the abuse 
and who understands it that does not be- 
lieve that it should go. Its maintenance is 
a disgrace to the Senate and a serious peril 
to good government. It should not be 
spared another month. 


RESTRICTING IMMIGRATION. 


One of the first questions to be taken up 
by Congress at the present session is that 
of restricting immigration to this country 
from foreign lands. Senator MoRRILL of 
Vermont has introduced a bill for the pur- 
pose in the Senate, and Senator REAGAN of 
Texas proposes to introduce another, which 
willat the same time be presented in the 
House by Mr. CLarpy of Missouri. The 
main idea of the Morrill bill is to establish 
an inspection by our Consuls at foreign 
ports and to shut off undesirable emigrants 
before they cross the ocean. Thatofthe Rea- 
gan billis to establish a more rigid inspec- 
tion under Federal authority at our own 
ports and to require the steamship compa- 
nies to give bonds that they will not bring 
over certain specified classes of persons, in- 
cluding paupers, lunatics, convicts, and in- 
habitants of places at which contagious 
diseases prevail. 


Senator MorrIzy in advocating his bill 
yesterday dwelt upon the fact that already 
about one-third of our population consists 
of persons of foreign birth or foreign parent- 
age, while in the large cities the proportion 
is much greater. This fact of itself ac- 
counts for many of the social and political 
evils against which we have to contend, 
but they come not so much from foreigners 
as such as from the great mass of ignorance 
and incapacity which immigration brings 
with it. Wecannot hope to avoid having 
these to deal with and must trust to 
the transforming power of our institutions 
to bring them in time into harmony with 
the conditions of healthy development. The 
most that we can accomplish in the way of 
exclusion is to keep out those whose condi- 
tion is such that they are sure to be a bur- 
den upon us and put astop to the practice 
of foreign countries of dumping upon our 
shores their criminals, paupers, and help- 
less classes. It is also desirable to shut out 
the enemies of law and order who come 
here only to foment disturbances and plot 
against the institutions of the country. 

It is obvious that the most effective in- 
spection can be exercised at the ports of de- 
parture. It is easier to ascertain there than 
here the antecedents of those who propose 
to favor us with their presence, especially 
to find out whether they are convicts, pau- 
pers, or lunatics or professional disturbers 
of the peace. One great source of this kind 
of immigration is the assistance given by 
local or national authorities in sending off 
their undesirable population. It is safe to 
assume that persons whom foreign coun- 
tries are desirous of getting rid of at some 
cost to themselves are of a kind that 
we do not want. If they are a_ bur- 
den to the community at home they 
are liable -to become so here, and the 
care and trouble which they cause belong 
to the country which has produced them 
and not to us. No great harm would be 
done if we were to refuse altogether to re- 
ceive those who came to us only through 
the public aid of foreign Governments or 
local authorities. If/a certificate were re- 
quired from an American Consul for all 
emigrants leaving foreigi ports for this 
country, testifying that they do not belong 
to any of the classes prohibited by our laws, 
it would do much to lessen the evils which 
unsifted immigration has produced. 

But anything that can be done through 
our consular service in foreign ports will 
not obviate the necessity for a close in- 
spection on this side of the water. There 
ought to be a complete system of regulation 
and it should be transferred altogether 
from State to National jurisdiction. Con- 
gress alone has the power to maintain such 
a system by a tax upon immigration and it 
should provide fully for its administration 


‘at all points where aliens are brought into 


the conntry. There should be no chance 
for a division or conflict of authority 
such as now exists in the Castle Garden 
establishment. After all that is practicable 
has been done through the consular serv- 
ice, by holding steamship companies to a 
strict responsibility, and by close inspection 
under Federal authority at ports of arrival, 
the disadvantages arising from a constant 
addition of foreigners to our population, 
many of them ignorant and inca- 
pable of adapting themselves to new 
conditions, will not be overcome. 
We need to establish new safeguards for 
the body politic by requiring a longer 
period of residence before the privileges of 
citizenship are granted and by scrutinizing 
more strictly the qualifications of appli- 
cants for those privileges. Positive evi- 
dence of the fitness of the applicants 
should be required and carefully passed 
upon. This whole subject of dealing with 
the imported raw material for American 
citizens needs to receive the careful con- 
sideration and treatment which has thus 
far in our history been either wholly 
neglected or accorded in a loose and care- 
less manner. 


THE “AGGRESSIVE” SALOON KEEP- 
ERS. 
_ The association of liquor dealers in this 
city announces that it proposes to conduct 
an “aggressive campaign.” It does not 
clearly appear what that means. It cannot 
be said by any liquor dealer that the con- 
sumption of liquors per capita in this city is 
too small. If that were the case an aggres- 
sive campaign might mean a movement to 
increase consumption, either by offering 
bounties to large consumers or by inflicting 
penalties upon total abstainers. Such a 
system of rewards and punishments would 
be aggressive, but it is not likely to find so 
much advocacy in State politics as it might 
in national politics among people who are 
concerned tu get rid of the surplus without 
a reduction of the tariff. 

One of the liquor dealers explains that by 
an aggressive campaign he means the re- 
moval of all restrictions from the liquor 
business. At least he does not go quite so 
far as that, but upon his own principles he 
ought to, for, he says, ‘‘ we hold that our 
business is legitimate, and that we are en- 
titled to recognition just as much as any 
other kind of a dealer.” If the liquor busi- 
ness be in morals, and if it ought to “be in 
law, on the same footing with any other 
business, then all excise laws ought to be re- 
pealed as impertinentinterferences with hon- 
est industry. Asa matterof fact nearly all 
civilized nations make a distinction against 
the liquor dealer. Thereason is obvious. No- 
body injures himself, in a way of which the 
law can take cognizance, by buying too 
large a supply of groceries or dry goods. 
The traffic in these things may be safely 
left to take care of itself. Liquor drinking 
is not a necessity, or, in so far as itisa 
necessity, it is met by the druggists and 
not by the dealers who minister to the 
patients on their own prescriptions. Itis 
with the customers of the liquor dealers an 
indulgence that is especially apt to be 
harmful not only to the consumer, but to 
other people, and for this reason it is 
selected for special regulation. If the busi- 
ness. were left to'regulate itself like other 
businesses there would no doubt be a great 
many more drinking places than were re- 
quired for such indulgence as is harmless, 
and a considerable proportion of these 
would be disreputable resorts. 

That is precisely what has happened in 
this community. The law has been alto- 
gether too lax and its laxity has been ex- 
aggerated in its administration. Every- 
body who wished to get his living by sell- 
ing liquors has been at liberty to do so. The 
license fee demanded has been too small to 
deter anybody who had money or credit 
enough to hire’and stock a place from engag- 
ing in the business, and the examination 
into the character of the applicants required 
by the law has been a mere farce. The 
result is that the number of drinking places 
in New-York is a public nuisance, and the 
character of a large proportion of themis a 
public scandal. Whoever denies this is either 
entirely ignorant of the facts or else is 
entirely insensible to what constitutes a 
nuisance and ascandal. The social injury 
done by this great number of drinking 
places is greatly aggravated by the polit- 
ical mischief it entails. By the nature of 
their business the saloon keepers are poli- 
ticians; they act together on all matters 
affecting their business, no matter to which 
party they professedly belong, and their in- 
fluence is uniformly exerted in behalf of the 
lowest and most degraded politics and poli- 
ticians. It is not only to exert some restraint 
upon the drinking habits of the community, 
but also and even more to diminish the 
power of the saioon in politics, that a 
higher and more restricted license is needed. 
If proof were wanting of this necessity it 
would be found in the impudent avowal of 
the liquor dealers that they propose tomake 
an “aggressive campaign” and to attack 
even the few and ineffectual restrictions 
which still hamper their business. The 
boldness of the saloon keepers is partly 
accounted for by the disgraceful ‘truckling 
to them of the political parties, especially 
disgraceful to the Republican Party because 
of that party alone was any attempt at re- 
form expected. The remarks of Mr. EVARTS 
explaining how “the phrase ‘high’” and 
‘*the phrase ‘license’” had been left out 
of the platform for the ease of tender 
liquor-dealing consciences were enough of 
themselves to put heart into the saloon 
keepers and to encourage every keeper of a 
dive to goon in his evil courses. Fortu- 
nately Mr. CrosBy and Mr. HAMILTON have 
both been returned to the Assembly, and 
they have both been returned upon the 
issue created by the attempt made last 
Winter to diminish the power of the saloon 
in politics by giving to “the phrase 
‘license’” and “the phrase ‘high,’ ” amean- 
ing that not even Mr. Evarts could obscure 
and not even the keeper of a‘dive could 
misunderstand. It is to be hoped they will 
raise the same issue this year. This action 
will at least enable the public to fix the re- 
sponsibility for postponing a reform of 
which the necessity is manifest to every- 
body who has no interest in opposing it, 
either as a saloon keeper or as an aspiring

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TELEPHONE REVELATIONS. 


The facts and figures brought outin the 
telephone investigation will repay atten- 
tive study, They ought to be imbedded in 
the public memory, for they tell a story of 
monstrous greed surpassing even that of 
the Standard Oil monopoly, 

Mr. THEODORE M. Varn, President of the 
Metropolitan Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, testified on Friday that in his 
opinion “ the business was as yet too young 
to admit of wise legislation regarding it.” 
By this Mr. Varn meant that the telephone 
monopoly was a tender plant which would 
wither and perish under any attempt to 
regulate by law its exactions. The testi- 
mony of President Vatu and of other officers 
and employés of the Metropolitan Company 
shows precisely how weak and tender this 
concern is. 

In the first place President Var testified 
that during the past few years the Metro- 
politan Company had paid 25 per cent. divi- 
dends on a capital of $1,000,000. But its 
net earnings have been very much greater 
than 25 per cent. From the figures given 
by Auditor Gurrry in his _ testi- 
mony on Friday Mr. AINSWORTH pre- 
pared a statement showing the net 
earnings for each subscriber per year for 
the past seven years. It appears from this 
that in 1885 the net earnings of the Metro- 
politan Company were $642,957 22, or 
$132 11 for each of its 4,864 subscribers. 
In 1886 the net earnings were $595,405 82, 
or $94 06 for each subscriber. In 1887 the 
net earnings have been $576,058 80, or 
$83 81 per subscriber. But it appears that 
in 1886 a large sum of money was expend- 
ed for new buildings. Mr. AINSWORTH 
adds one-half of the cost of the buildings to 
the net earnings in 1886 and the other 
half to the net earnings in 1887, and in this 
way shows that the net earnings per sub- 
scriber in the former year were $127 94 and 
in the present year $114 85. Most of the 
6,873 subscribers pay $150 a year rent. 
The rest pay a still higher sum. 


It will be observed from our report that 
Mr. Camp, in answer to Mr. AINSWORTH, sub- 
mitted a statement of earnings and ex- 
penses arranged by himself with a view 
to throwing a somewhat more favorable 
light upon the company’s operations. But 
Mr. CAMP gives ‘exchange earnings” and 
“‘operating expenses.” This does not 
show the profits of the company, for, 
as appeared from Mr. VaIL’s testimony, 
it receives dividends upon 3313 per cent. of 
the stock of subordinate companies, exacts 
60 per cent. of the receipts of companies 
doing business with it, and rents out at $14 
per annum instruments upon which it pays 
the Bell Telephone Company an annual 
rental of $10 each. These instruments, by 
the way, as has often been stated, cost 
$3 42 each. 

It appears, therefore, that the Metropoli- 
tan’s net earnings for the last three years 
have been 69, 67, and 66 per cent. respect- 
ively on a capital of $1,000,000. One 
month ago this capital was .increased to 
$2,000,000, *‘ with provision for a further 
increase to $5,000,000.” Persons who are 
now paying $150 or more per year for the 
use of telephones, will understand from 
these figures the extent of the annual tax 
which this rapacious monopoly imposes 
upon the use of an instrument which Mr. 
Camp admitted yesterday was a business 
necessity. 


The American Bell Telephone Company 
of Boston owns a majority of the stock of 
the Metropolitan Company. The Bell Com- 
pany controls absolutely the telephone busi- 
ness of the country, and it isthe source 
and instigator of the policy of exacting 
“what the traffic will bear.” The Snua- 
preme Court of the United States will 
soon render a decision in the telephone 
cases argued before ita yearago. It is re- 
ported in Washington that this decision has 
been delayed because two or possibly three 
opinions will be handed down. But accord- 
ing to this report the decision of the court 
will upset BELL’s patent by denying the 
validity of his famous fifth claim. This re- 
port can have no authoritative basis, for the 
Supreme Court guards its secrets with 
jealous care. But the behavior of Bell 
Telephone stock in the Boston market 
shows that some of the shareholders in that 
home of the company are apprehensive of 
an unfavorable decision, For many weeks 
the stock has been quoted firmly at about 
218. On Monday it showed signs of weak- 
ness, and Tuesday it fell to 186, recover- 
ing yesterday to 200. These fluctuations 
tend to confirm the report current in Wash- 
ington. The Supreme Court, by invalidat- 
ing Betws fraudulent patent, would take 
the first necessary step toward putting the 
charges for telephone service upon a just 
and reasonable basis, and would strike 
a blow at this ravenous monopoly from 
which it would never recover. 


KEELY’S COOL CONFESSION, 


Very likely it did not occur to Mr. KEELY 
when he calmly announced to the stock- 
holders of his Motor Company yesterday 
that he had long since abandoned his notion 
of utilizing his mythical “etheric” and 
“vaporic” forces, and was engaged in 
developing an entirely new force which 
he had discovered, based on “vibratory 
sympathy,” that he was confessing that 
he had been receiving money on 
false pretenses ever since {he aban- 
doned his original plans. Yet that is 
precisely what this adventurer in the field 
of invention has been doing. The confiding 
stockholders have been paying their money 
to secure the development of a force which 
KEELY claimed to have discovered, and 
about which they understood about as 
much as he did, and he had no legal or 
moral right to divert funds so contributed 
to experiments in any other field, without 
calling the contributors together and ask- 
ing their consent. THE Ties has for 
years denounced this man as 4 bogus 
inventor, but his financial backers have 
stood by him, and now he calmly tells them 
himself that he has been deceiving -them 
for months and that he has given up the

He has kept this 
from his nearest friends until now, 
and not three months ago the English 
papers were being ‘‘ worked” in the interest 
of the old motor, no hint of its having been 
abandoned being given at that time, At 
the meeting yesterday the Treasurer re- 
ported a balance on hand of but $24, prov- 
ing that English capitalists had not bitten 
very greedily at the bait, and this may possi- 
bly account for KEELY’s sudden change of 
bass and frank confession to hisstockholders. 
He has had a “sympathetic machine” in 
the shape of a gullible public for so many 
years that it seems a pity that he should 
now go to the trouble of constructing a 
home-made article. But the “vibratory 
sympathy” hasevidently “‘ petered ont,” and 
KEELY was obliged to claim somenew “ dis- 
covery” or go to work and make his living.

According to the St. James’s Gazette, one 
of the duties of Rear-Admiral HENEAGE in 
succeeding Sir MICHAEL SEYMOUR as com- 
mnander of the British Pacific squadron will 
be to report on the availability of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway as a Government 
route from England to India, in case of the 
closing of the Suez Canal to the transpor- 
tation of troops. The recent study of this 
subject by Major Mayne, R. A., was 
not favorable to the route. He showed that 
in the sea voyage alone the route by the 
Cape of Good Hope would be from 1,750 to 
3,000 miles shorter than the ono by way of 
Quebec or Halifax, and to fthis must be 
added the entire rail journey across the 
continent. The Canadian route to India, 
including the changes from vessel to train 
and then to ship again, would thus be more 
than a fortnight longer than the Cape route. 
There are also coaling difficulties to be con- 
sidered, which, in time of war, might be 
serious on the Pacific; and, finally, there are 
the chances, though these may not be great, 
of Russia’s swooping down upon transperts 
from her base at Vladivostock. Perhaps 
Rear-Admiral HENEAGE can show a bright- 
er side to this picture,

MUTE MASKS AND DOMIN OES] 


SILENCE REIGNS IN A CROWD- 
ED RALLROOM. 
MERRY DANCERS WHO KEPT TIME BY 
, THE SENSE OF FEELING AND TALKED 
ONLY BY SIGNs. 


A ballroom, big and bare and still. Brill- 
fant with leht, but not aman or woman in it. 
€he orchestra are in the gallery, but so far they 
have not touched their instruments. It is 10 
‘o’cleck and time the dance’ ison. The folding 
floors open and tho people enter. And such peo- 
ple! They are in masqvorade costume, ard never 
himost were 200 revelers sean in more fan- 
tastic dress. Couples by couple they march across 
the waxed floor. They find seats on the benches 
pround the walls. The pand has not yet burst 
put with march or waltz. The revelers have not 
spoken. From behind their masks and, domi- 

oes thoy look out upon the picture gay with 
feoloe and bright and brilliant as any mas- 
mquerade ball. But there is olemn silence, 
for the 200 have the dancing floor 
to themselves and the 200 are both deaf and 
damb. Nature denied them speech and hearing 
when they were borr, and no effort of them- 
pelves or of teachers has given them the two 
greatsenses. Nota whisper is heard from the 
great gathering. Some dresses rustling, some 
jheavy breathing, and that is all. The scene 
becomes more and more impressive to the 


few men and women behind the or- 
chestra in the gallery, whe can talk and 
ean hear, and it fea relief to them, blessed with 
all their senses, when, after 10 minutes of 
graveyard ailence set in ballroom gayety the 
orchestra begin the grand march, and the 200 
people of the silent world rise for the prome- 
nade, 

So began last night the Gallaudet Club ball, 
in Adelphi Hall, in Fifty-second-streot, near 
Broadway. Thomas H. Gallaudet was the 
founder of the system in America for the in- 
atruction of the deafand dumb. I[n his honor 
the club was named, and to help pay for a statue 
to him the ball was given. The educated 
deaf mutes of New-York and of all the 
country pear here, and even some of the silent 
ones from Europe were in the hall. As time 
‘wore on others who can articulate and hear 
came too. A deaf mute took their tickets, a 
deaf mute pointed to the women where to leave 
their wraps and to the men where to leave 
theirs. Deaf mutes were on every side, The 
Mnen were some in evening dress with only 
poaska to hide their metry © but the women, 
young and oid, were all in the picturesque, 
fanique, and fantastic garb of the carnival. 

Te one accustomed to hear epoken words and 
hearty langhs when with a crowd of human 
beings it was a peculiar thing not to hear the 
merry flow of votces and the ringing echo of 
jaughter, but when besides this yon could not 
Ree the real faces of the beings that stood upon 
end and moved about around you so, much and 
yet so littie like live men aud women the ciroum- 
stance seemed more peculiar and more solemn. 
But it was when the first march came that a 
etill queerer thing was noticed. Those 200 peo- 
ple on the floor with useless cars and tongues 
useless for speech could not Lear the faintest 
pote from violin or piano. And yet their feet 
tripped over the floorin as true time as ever 
masters and matrons at a Patriarche’ ball 
pressed the floorof Delmonico’s. Nordid they look 
atthe orchestra leader beating time with his baton 
to eatch their cue. They caught and kept in 
with che music solply through the sense of feel- 
‘ng. for as the vibrations from the instruments 
rame ont in waves through the air and reached 
the w of the floor and the bodies of the 
éancars they, With that increased gift of the 
sense of feeling which comes to the 
Reaf-mate, felt the delicate waves and 
responded nimbly to them. And then they 
became merryindeed. Fingers flashed thoughts 
to eyes, and little did the marchers care, seem- 
fngly, for their inability to vommunicate as 
other people do. <All through the twistings of 
the march the conversation was maintained and

AM USEMENTS. 


THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 

Mr. William Gericke and the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra were warmly welcomed 
by a large audience at Steinway Hall last even- 
ing. The impression which this organization 
made here last season was not to be easily 
erased, and lovers of music attended the enter- 
tainment under consideration with the comfort- 
ablo assurance that they would have a good 
orchestral performance. Last season Mr. 
Gericke’s}body of musicians was weak in the wood 
wind, and the conductor accepted criticisms 
on this point with readiness and set 
about making improvements. He brought 
from the orchestra of the Opera Comique 
in Paris a first flute player and a first oboist. 
The presence of both was easily noted last night. 
The flute is delightfully smooth, mellow, and 


even in tone, and the oboe is strong, rich, and 
aweet. The two new players are unquestion- 
ably valuable acquisitions, and the vuicing of 
the wood wind is now pure and true. The 
programme last night was by no means 
atriking, but it was interesting. The orches- 
tral numbers were Weber’s ‘Der Frey- 
schiitz” overture, a familiar prelude, 
adagio and gavotte by Bach, Schu- 
bert’s funeral march, orchestrated by Liszt, and 
Beethoven's secoud symphony. Mr. Gericke 
tinds 1t so difficult to please the commentators 
of bis own Boston in the arrangements of 
his programmes that it would probably be a 
pleasure to him to-escape all notice on this 
oint. He certainly might have given New- 
York a mere ambitious programme, but tho list 
contained only good and tried musie and gave 
the audience an evening of genuine pleas- 
ure... We are getting a good deal of 
Beethoven's less imposing productions 
just now, but they are healthy food 
for the mind, if only taken to show how much 
oetry there is in simple, unaffected melody. 
ne performance of the symphony by the Boston 
Orchestra was wholly dolightful. Perhaps @ 
trifle more mellowness might be got out of the 
horns, but it is idle to find fault where the geu- 
eral exceilence is so great. The strings of Mr. 
Gericke's organization are unequaled in this 
country. The clear, singing quality of their tone, 
the virility of their style, their precision, 
unanimity, and attention to those details 
of bowing which are frequently negiect- 
ed by some ef our. local orchestras, 
deserve the warmest praise. Their power and 
beauty were splendidly shown in the Bach 
music, which was played exquisitely. The 
avotte had to be repeated in response to pro- 
onged applause. The work of the entire or- 
chestra is characterized, as it was last season, 
by the utmost nicety of gradation in crescendi 
and diminuendi, by perfect Dnanimity in the de- 
velopment of ali dynamic effects, and by faithful 
attention to all those delicate nuances which 
are indispensable to finished playing, Mr. 
Gericke’s readings of the scores Interpreted last 
night were those of a scholar and a sympathetic 
musician. There is nothing revolutionary or 
iconoolastic in his treatment; he is conservative 
in the best sense of that word, and makes the 
best use of the materia! left bim by the great 
masters without attempting any transforma- 
tions. New-York is not suffering for the want 
of a gooa conductor; but thereis always room 
here for the visits of a man like Mr. Gericke. 
He should, however, be somewhat careful about 
bringing to a city full of good singers a vocalist 
of the calibre of Miss Gertrude Edmands, who was 
the soloist last evening. She sang an aria from 
Max Bruch’s “‘ Acbilleus,” Edward Grieg’s ** The 
Old Song,” and Schubert’s “The Young Nun.” 
Miss Edmands is a contralto whohas a worn 
voice, narrow in compass, small in power, and 
wholly devoid of resonance or softness. Her 
method is faulty, and she indulges in facial ex- 
ercises of a distracting nature. It is said that 
sheis popuiar in Boston. There is reason for 
believing that she will not become so here. 


MISS MARLOWE AS VIOLA. 

The freshness and spontaneity of Miss 
Marlowe’s Viola and the sympathy she mani- 
fests with that character prove, more than any- 
thing else she has done, her fitness for the calling 
she has chosen. The measure of success attend- 
ing her effort to embody this lovely personifica- 
tion of womanly faith and gentleness shows, 
also, her adaptability to a wide range of parts in 
the poetic drama that do not require in their 
portrayal great tragio force or intensity of pas- 
sion. She is not yet fitted, by experience, 
to act Juliet well, and her nature is not attuned 
to the tone of sorrow that dominates that rdle. 
But she grasps all the meaning of Viola, and her 
acting in “Tweifth Night” gives promise of an 
honorable artistic career. With her undeveloped 
powers of expression Miss Marlowe is notiyet 
able te clearly communicate all that she feels, 
and her Viola, therefore, is not a finished work 
of art. It is, rather, a felicitous sketch 


which, as far as it goes, is true to the 
poet’s ‘meaning, and may upon its present lines 
be elaborated into a perfect embodiment. Her 
mind 1s in harmony with the part, and while she 
does not sound its deepest note or indicate all 
the varying moods of the heroine with the same 
degree of facility, the outline of the part is cor- 
rect, and there are many artistic bils of light 
and shade in the performance. It would be un- 
fair to submit the acting of a young beginner 
in a réle so closely associated with the fame of 
renowned dramatic artists to judgment by com- 
parison. Miss Marlowe’s Viola does not A ho 
rival the portrayals of Mme. Modjeska and Mi 
Ellen Terry and the well-remembered Viola of 
the late Miss Neilson; but it has the freshness 
and animation of youth, is alternately tender 
and vivacious, and is endowed with girlish grace 
aud prettiness. 

In the familiar scene with Orsino Miss Mar- 
lowe’s elocution was unforced and the pathos of 
the text was clearly expressed. In the inter- 
view with Malvolio concerning the ring she was 
happy in expressing the astonishment of Ce- 
sario, and her treatment of one little line— 


“She took the ring of me!—I’ll none of it”— 


evinced the uncommon perceptive faculties and 
the originality of the young actress. The comics 
scene with Sir Andrew and the bibulous knight 
was rendered with just appreciation’ of its 
humor. Mr. Haworth made a very creditable 
showing as Malvolio. His reading of verse, 
however, is often sadly at fault. Mr. Haworth's 
efforts in the poetic drama this week have 
shown that e will be more in his 
element when he gets back to modern 
maclodrama in Mr. Steele Mackaye’s * Paul Kau- 
var.” “ Twelfth Night” was thrown on the stage 
atthe Star last evening after the custom ob- 
Berved in theatrical “snaps.” The comedy, 
was a8 a whole given with more spirit than 
might have been expected. It would be cruel, 
however, to single out any one of the sub- 
ordinate players for special mention. They all 
did their best. 

We take our leave of Miss Julia Marlowe with 
the hope of seeing heragain before long, with 
more agreeable surroundings. She has madea 
good beginning, and we hope she will be encour- 
aged to persevere.

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DENOUNCING MR, LOOK. 


MME. FURSCH-MADI TELLS WHY SHE 


LEFT THE OPERA COMPANY. 

Mme, Fursch-Madi, who deserted Charles 
E, Locke and his National Opera Company in 
Kansas City this week, arrived home last even- 
ing via the Pennsylvania Rallroad vestibule 
limited train, and was driven direct 
to her residence in East Seventeenth- 
atreet. “IT am very weary after my 
long ride,” she said to a TIMES reporter, who had 
anticipated her appearance. ‘‘ The accommoda- 
tions were excellent, but to be on the cars since 


Monday would make anybody tired.” There 
was a nervous shrug of the shoulders and a sigh 
asthe prima donna leaned her elbow on the 
drawing room table and placed her hand against 
her throbbing temple. 

“Mr. Locke’s conduct is outrageous. I would 
rather sing for Mapleson a thousand times than 
for Mr. Locke one season, because when busi- 
ness is good the Colonel always pays the artists 
first, while Mr. Locke makes no effort to pay 
anybody. The company started out five weeks 
ago with 280 people, no money, and plenty of 
debts. Mr. Locke said that he was backed by 
men of means and made everybody golden 
promises. The week’s receipts in Philadelphia 
were $18,000, and with one or two exceptions 
everybody was paid. In Baltimore and Pitts- 
burg the second week $22,000 were taken in, the 
last-named city for four performances, in- 
cluding a matinée, yielding $12,000. Not- 
withstanding this good business, salaries 
were not paid in full, and then 
the trouble began. In Cincinnati, 8t. Louis, and 
Kansas City business was poor, the receipts at 
each place falling below the running expenses 
($14,000 per week) by considerable. It was a 
fine prospect for a 26 weeks’ tour to have the 
proprietor default the second week, and by the 
sixth week be in arrears to every member of hia 
company. 

“The second week he gave meacheck for 

$700, drawn on the Bank of the Metropolis on 
Nov. 22, which IL sent on here to be 
cashed through Drexel, Morgan & Co., but 
it was repudiated. I don’t know wheth- 
er payment was ordered stopped or 
there were insufficient funds in the bank.

READING'S NEW BONDS. 


AND ABOUT THE SUCCESS OF ITS COAL 
AND IRON COMPANY, 2 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—The proofs of 
the new Reading bonds will be ready early in 
January and the first installment of bonds will be 
delivered by the engravers in March. The New- 
York Stock Exchange will not list new securities 
on which signatures are stamped, and this 
makes it necessary for the President and Secre- 


tary to sign each bond, a task which will not be 
completed before June, 

The property of the Reading Coal and Iron 
Company is proving so valuable under the new 
Management that it would not be expedient to 
lease it. The fixed annual charges in 
the Coal and Iron Company are about 
$300,000, and the earnings of the year 
just ended will show a surplus over 
aud above the fixed charges. Last year the 
charges were about $984,000, but the floating 
debt has been paid, thus reducing the charges. 
During the years 1883, 1884, and 1885 the com- 
pany’s net earnings were not sufficient to meet 
the annual charges, but it is now conducted 
upon a protitable basis, and, as a feeder, 
itis a source of great revenue to the railroad. 
It is said upon good authority that the Reading 
has in its treasury cash and bills receivable 
as net earnings, aside from money re- 
ceived through assessuients, the sum of 
$7,720,000, Against this sum there are 
outstanding $200,000 of divisional coal 
land mortgages which must be provided 
fur and arrears of interst since July, 1884, 
amourting to 2 and 3 per cent. respectively 
upon the general Gs and 7s in case it 1s deter- 
mined to pay off the mortgages instead of ex- 
changing them for the new 48. The consolida- 
tion of some of the branches of the Reading re- 
lates merely to the operating department and is 
resorted to as a Meaus of economy.

fhe suit came upin the Supreme Court yester- 
day, Justice Rumsey presiding. Counsel for the 
Bell Company maintained that the city of Roch- 
ester, the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
and the several city electric light companies 
should be made parties defendant with it. Ar- 
gument was set down for to-day. John Van 
Voorhies made an argument against the appli- 
cation. He hela that while the city and 
the electric light companies used the 
poles they ewere in the same relation to 
the telephone company asis a boarder to the 
proprietor of a boarding house. The applica- 
tion was madé by the company because it longed 
for respectability. The company was like Cox’s 
buffalo bull on the lonely plain, longing for 
civilization. 

The counsel for the defense held that the cor- 
porations mentioned were necessarily defend- 
ants as users of the telephone poles. 
Rameev decided that the position of the defend- 
aut was well taken.

OUR QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 14.—The College of 
Physicians of this city has inaugurated a move- 
ment to establish national control of maritime 
quarantine arrangements by adopting a report 
in the form of an address from the college to all 


medical societies in the United States asking 
their co-operation in securing this result. The 
committee, consisting of Dr. J. C. Wilson, Dr. E. 
oO. Shakespeare, and Dr. R. A. Cleemann, say 
in the report that present quarantine regula- 
tions, as regulated by seaboard States and cities, 
are ineffectual because of the inadequacy of the 
establishment and faults of administration; that 
only four ports, including New-York and not in- 
eluding Philadeiphia, approximate being effi- 
ciently prepared to cope with threatened inva- 
sion by pestilence. The faults of  ad- 
ministration as shown in New-York Har- 
bor during the recent cholera scara are 
condemned unsparingly, and the fact that local 
auarantine stations are dependent upon polit- 
{cal conditions there existing for sa large part of 
their efficiency, is pointed out. The necessity of 
national control is urged for these reasons: It 
would secure uniformity of operation; that the 
benefits of quarantine which inure to the wel- 
fare of the whole country should be under the 
eontrol of the whole people, and should not de- 
pend upon seaboard cities for maintenance, 
The report recommends legislation to organize 
| suitable buildings and appliances at all ports 
under corps of trained officials of the Govern- 
ment, under the direction of a bureau of control 
at Washington attached to one of the depart- 
ments of the Government. Consular reports 
and sanitary inspection at points of embark- 
ation would be included in the scheme.

THEIR NATIONAL CONVENTION MAKES 
SUGGESTIONS TO CONGRESS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.~The National Conven- 
tion of Third and Fourth Clas Postmasters adopted 
the folio ving a8 the Dasis of a bill to be hereafter 
formulatert and presente do Congress; 

“We recommend that the Government shall allow 
to Postinastéets of the third class all the revenue 
which may accrue from tha rent of boxes in their 
ofiices. Wealsorecommend and request that the 
expense of rent, light, and fuel shall be borne 
by the’ Government, belitying as Wwe do 
that buch items Of exponse are properly chargeable 
to the appropriation for the support and 
maintenance of the postal service, Woe further rec- 
third class an amount sufficient to employ a compe. 
tent clerical force to properly conduct the business 
of the office. It is recommended that the expense of 
rent, light, and fel of fonrth.ciass offices be allowed 
by the Government upon the following basis: Ona 
salary of $50 per year and not to exceed $150, $25;

THE FAIR IN AID OF A _ CHINESE 
SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


At the twenty-ninth annual fair at the 
First Presbyterian Church, now in progress, 1n 
aid of the Boys’ Boarding School, at Shanghai. 
Caina, may be seen a remarkabiy congenial com- 
pany of curios, who listen in well-bred silence to 
the compliments showered upon them, and sub- 
mit, without pretest, to being torn ruthlessly 
from their companions—perhaps because 
they know that they are soon to be enshrined as 
honsehold gods, These curios are the 


artistic expression of the lands of the 
palm and the pine, for there are Oriental 
stuffs in the collection, blushing with the rich- 
ness of their Syrian dyes; and there are labored 
effortsin bone and wicker from Alaska and 
the far North. Mexico is represented by a 
delegation of terra-cotta statuettes, wearing the 
garb of that half-civilized country and bearing 
the burdens of her lower classes. There are 
Mexican hewers of wood and drawers of water, 
and, to represent vividly the primitive methods 
of cooking used by the lower classes, there is 
the diminutive figure of an Indian half-breed 
woman, surrounded by her pots and kettles, 
complacently stirring a queer-looking mess over 
a fire and looking up at the observer with a face 
ax sweet and wrinkled as a baked apple. 

There are jars from India and vases from 
China, with grotesque bronzes from Japan. All

pressly fer this fair, are unique and unlike the 
things usually to be found in Oriertal and curio 
shops.

Third, 
Tenth, Twelfth, Fourteenth, and Eighteenth 
Assembly Districts, had nominated Mr. Doerr, 
while the 14 delegates from the Eighth Assembly 
District had nominated Mr. Kraus, 

Mr. Botty here rested hiscase. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that ‘‘ Barney” Rourke had been 
appointed clerk of Civil Justice Steckler’s court, 
and said thatthe Eighth District should be re- 
organized.

WONT GET HIS DAMAGES. 


THE GENERAL TERM REVERSES THE 
JUDGMENT AGAINST MR. DUFF, 

The General Term of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas has just handed down an opinion re- 
versing the decision of the court below in the 
case of Eli McGowan, who sued Manager Duff 
for damages for being put out of the Standard 
Theatre on the night of Dec. 27, 1884. Me- 
Gowan, on the trial of the case before Judge 
Larremore and # jury in November, 1886, pro- 
duced evidence to show that on the evening of 


Dec. 27, 1884, he, in company with his wife, 
went.to the Standard Theatre and purchased 
two tickets for that evening’s performance at 
the box office. The tickets were duly presented 
and accepted at the door and the seats for which 
they called shown Mr. and Mrs. McGowan by 
the usher. A few moments later other parties 
appeared with coupons for the same seats. On 
examination it was found that McGowan’s tick- 
ets were for the performance of the previous 
evening, and so dated. 

McGowan and his wife then got up and left 
the theatre despite the offer of the management 
either to give them their money back or other 
and equally good seats. There was no violence 
or compulsion of any kind. McGowan after- 
ward brought an action for damages against 
Duff, and the case came on. After hearing all 
the evidence the jury rendered a verdict in favor 
of McGowan for $103, from which Duff ap- 
pealed. Judges Van Hoesen and Allen, sitting in 
General Term, reversed the decision of the court 
below on the ground that McGowan, in view of all 
the evidence, was not entitled to reeover greater 
damage than he actually suffered, which was $3, 
the price paid for the seats. A new trial was 
also ordered. Itis said that no further appeal 
in the matter will be made by Mr. McGowan.

charter was refused on the ground that they 
had disobeyed the order of the organization with 
which they were eonnected, they having refused 


an order of the Knights of Labor to go out ona 
strike. A charter was granted to the Brother- 
heod ef Painters and Decorators of America. 

Tn the afternoon a letter was read from Henry 
Broadhurst, Chairman of the Tradea Unions 
Parliamentary Committee of England. asking 
athe federation to send a representative to the 
internatianal cenvention te be held in London 
next year, and one from the Russian-Amerioan 
National League at New-York asking the federa- 
lion to use its influence to prevent the passage 
by Congress of an extradition treaty with Rus- 
aia. 

H. M, Ogden, representing the Cincinnati Typo- 
graphical Union, offered a resolution condemn- 
ing the heycott instituted by the Knights of 
Labor against the New-York Sun, and declaring 
that paper as being above reproach in its fair- 
ness to associated union labor, 

The rules were suspended long enough to per- 
mit Mr. W. R. Cremes,® member of the Trades 
Unions’ Congress Parliamentary Committee of 
England, to make a short address on the benefits 
te be derived by the working classea from arbi- 
tration. 

Numerong resolutions were introduced cov- 
ering various subjects, such as official indorse- 
mentof unien labels, strengthening local and 
central labor unions, &¢. One that caused a 
long and warm debate was @ proposition to rec- 
ommend a boycott on beer brewed in 
Milkaukee until the existing differences between 
the brewers of that city and their employes shall 
have been satisfactorily adjusted. The United 
States Brewers’ Association was denounced in 
strong language as the most powerful antago- 
nist that organizea labor has to contend with. 
Several bitter attacks were made on the boss 
brewers of St. Louis and New-York for their ua- 
just treatment of employes and their arbitrary 
actions toward saloon keepers, Some opposition 
to the boycott method of fighting was developed, 
and the more conservative element succeeded

| THAT OHINESE 


THE CONCESSIONS TO MR. BARKER SAID 
TO BE IN DANGER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Deo, 14.—-The Evening Bul- 
tetin says: “The Chinese concessions granted to 
Mr. Wharton Barker of this city and his syndi- 
eate of capitalists for the establishment of a 
Chinese-American bank are, it was learned to- 
day, by ne means so firmly founded as the gen- 
eral public has heretefore been led to suppose, 
It is stated on good authority that the recent 
death of the father of the Emperor of China may 
have a very serious effect in the matter, and it is 
for this reason that Mr. Wharton Barker has 
decided to delay his visit to China until the 
arrival there of the Chinese envoy, who vis- 
ited Philadelphia last Summer, and whe is 
now on his way back with the revised 
papers relating to the eubject. This envoy 
ig returning by way of Europe, and has 
been epending some time in Paris. He is not ex- 


pected to reach China before the first of the 
year. and it may then take some time longer be- 
ore the Gevernment has passed upon the 
amerdments and revisions which have been sug- 
gested in the grants, 60 that it is quite possible 
it will be fully a month or more before any deti- 
nite news is received here a8 to whether or not 
the concessions will stand,” 

A gentleman who is closely identified with the 
movement said to-day that until the envoy 
ie heard frem the whele watter is merely a spec- 
ulation. He explained the situation in this 
way: “You see,” he said, “the father of 
the Emperor was our beat friend. The 
Emperor is merely a boy, and hie father, 
of course, had great power at Court. What effect 
his death will have I cannot say, It may mean 
an entire change of administration. Who can 
tell? In China there are two parties—just as 
there are everywhere. There they are the Lib- 
eral and Conservative Parties. Tne Liberals are 
now in power, and the Liberals are friendly to 
us and our schemes. The head of the party was 
the Emperor's father, 88 tg ean see for yeur- 
self how we stand. Had he lived I would have 
had no doubt whatever about the entire and 
thorough success of the enterprise. Now that 
he Is dead a question arises,”

These are the names of men charged with 
procuring repeaters to register falgely. and on 


election day running repeatera to the polls, 
buying votes, and intimidating honest eltizens. 
On election day the criminals above named and 
many others wera engaged in procuring bums, 
tramps, and thieves to vote on the bogua names 
thus registered, The francs discovered con- 
sisted in the registration of thieves and bums in 
the various election districts under hogus names, 
as residing in the various lodging houses and 
ether places selected by the perpetrators of the 
frauds, because of their having the keepers of 
these places under their control, whoa, baing privy 
to the frauds, would attempt to conceal them by 
thwarting an examination inte the correctness 
of the registry. Notably among the lodging 
houses cvlonized in this manner was 41 and 43 
Bowery, known as the Windsor Theatre Hotel, 
John Schmitt, proprietor. There were 132 vot- 
era registered from this house, most of whom 
are known to be fraudulent, Victor Helmberg- 
er, police court olerk, should he rigidly exam- 
ined about the purchase of these votes, the 
committee having information that he acted as 
the agent for Rourke in the matter, The pro- 
prietor, John Schmitt, and one of his employes, 
George A. Hughes, alias “The Colonel,” are 
shown to be criminally responsible fer the 
fraudulent registration fram this house, 

Another notable case which came under the 
observation of the committee was the honse of 
assignation 33: Bowery. This house contains 
but five legal voters; there were 37 names reg- 
istered from it. The proprietress of this place 
is Mrs, Steffen, and itis under the management 
of one Thomas Brockman. Detective Frank 
Wilson of the Eleventh Precinct went to see 
Mrs. Steffen after the close of the registry, and 
handed her a list of names of voters registered 
from her house, which he said came from the 
Captain, (meaning Capt. Allaire,) and wanted 
her to verify them in case any one called. Wil: 
son carried off the registry of the house 
to be doctored, promising to return if. 
Shortly afterward the place waa visited 
by Inspector Williams, and Mrs. Steffen becom- 
ing very much frightened thereat sent her por- 
ter for Capt. Allaire, saying she wished to see 
him at once on important business. Shortly 
afterward Capt. Allaire made his appearance, 
and, it is said, brought back the hotel register, 
which Wilson had taken away, and took away the 
new one that had beer doctored for colonization. 
The committee are assured that these facts can 
be proved by the evidence of Mrs. Steffen, 
Adelph Steffen, her son: actin § the former 
manager; Thomas Brockman, and Assemblyman 
Charles Smith, who is said to have been present 
during the interview between Mrs. Steffen and 
Detective Wilson, 

These are a few instances of the “indefinite- 
ness, generality, and lack of particularity” of 
which Mr. Martine complains, The statement 
of the City Reform Club is full of just such in- 
stances, showing the extent of the ramifications 
of the organized corruption practiced and the 
peculiar combinations of ¢reoks and alleged 
erook-hunters engaged in it. 

The work of the City Reform Club in 1884 was 
of the identical character of this which has heen 
submitted to the District Attorney. In addition 
to this a great deal of preventive work was done. 
False registration was detected, and the bogus 
names were erased from the registration 
lists. Then O’Brien and Rourke were working 
their scheme in the interest of the Blaine ticket. 
Although Q’Brien and Rourke are labeled “ Re- 
publican” and are understood to be politicians 
“forrevenue only,” they ere unreliable. Itis 
said that the leeal politicians feel that in conse- 
quence of their former offenses the police hold 
such a grip upon the gang in question that they 
will be able to control their vote in the next 
election. If this is the reason why the District 
Attorney refrains from bringing their cases be- 
fore the Grand Jury or permitting them te he so 
brought, it would seem that he bad substituted 
party politics for law inthe treatment of cases 
brovght to his censideration,

Commissioner Voorhis spent over an hour 
yesterday during the session of police trials 
listening {to the testimony in the complaint 
made by Mrs. Mary Heloise Moore, the wife of 
Dr. Moore, ® well-known chemist residing in 
King’s Bridge, against Patrolman Edward Ken- 
nedy of the Thirty-second Precinct, The iady 
complained that the policeman had grossly 
insulted and assaulted her. Thetrouble grew out 
of the arrest on Oct. 6 of a dog catcher fortaking 
away & pet deg belonging te Max Schimpf, Mrs. 
Moore has.been for 11 years an active member 
of the Bociety for the Preventien of Cruelty to 
Animals. Schimp? had complained to her of 
the conduct of the dog cateher, and she went 
with him to the station house to see that the 
complaint was properly made, She is a yery 
nervous, excitable Frenechwoman, and she eom- 
plained that Sergt, Kirechuer, who was at the 
desk, did not treat her with proper courtesy. 
She left the station house with the complainant. 
They had gone but a little distance when

A LONG FIGHT FOR DAMAGES. 


It TAKES MUCH TIME AND MONEY TO 
WIN A_ SUIT. 

The General Term of the Supreme Conrt, 
now sitting at Brooklyn, has banded down a 
decision tn the case of Louis Abrams, by his 
guardian, againsfthe Van Brunt-Street and Erie 
Basin Railroad Company, argued before them 
on appealin September last. The plaintiff al- 
leged that he, in February, 1882, being then a 
boy about 4 years of ace, when about to cross 
Van Brunt-street, Brooklyn saw a horse car 
approaching and stepped hack off the track to 
allow it to pass; that the driver of the car, 
when passing, reached over and siruck the 
plaintiff with his whip, knocking him down, 
whereupon the car passed over Ine hands, caus-- 
ing the loss of five fingers. The driver of 
the car denied that he struck the boy 
or even saw him. Suit was brought through 
Ellison, Gill & Porteous of New-York, and 
the case was first tried at the October term in 
1883, when a verdict was rendered for the 
plaintiff for $2,500, The plaintiff, having been 
examined by the court as to his capacity ta 
testify, was allowed to and did give his testl- 
mony. The defendant moved for a new trial be- 
fore the Justice before whom the case was tried, 
and, this motion being argued, decision was 
rendered aetting aside the verdict and granting 
a new trial’ on the grounds that the plaintiff, be- 
ing under 7 years of age, and therefore not in- 
dictable for perjury, was not a competent wit- 
ness, irrespective of his capacity, and that the 
verdict was against the weight of evidence. 

The case again came up for trial at the March 
term in 1884, and was then tried, again result- 
ing in a verdict forthe plaintiff, but at that trial 
for the sum of $4,000, This verdict was imme- 
diately followed by another motion for a new 
trial on behalf of the company, whieh was de- 
nied. Thenin the following May the company 
again ineved for a new trial upon the ground of 
newly discovered evidence, which motion wus 
also argued and dented. The company then ap- 
pealed to the General Term from the judgment 

nthe plaintiff's favor, and from. the orders de- 
nying them a new trial, whieh appeal was 
argued on Dev, 9, 1884, and in the following 
February a decision was rendered wherein the 
judgment and orders appéaled from were 
affirmed, with costa, The company at once pros- 
eouted a further appeal to the Court of Appeals, 
whieh was in its order reached for argument in 
April, 1887, was then argued, and in May, 1887, 
the Court of Appeals by its decision aftirmed the 
judgment and orders of the eourt below. 

So soon as the decision of the Court of Appeals 
was handed down the defendant made another 
motion for a now trial, basing their new move- 
ment upon alleged newly-discoyered evidence. 
The matter came up before Justice Cullen, sit- 
ting in Special Term, in June, 1887, and was by 
him denied, whereupon the defendants again ap- 

vealed to the General Term, whosa decision has 
fast been rendered, and in which Judge Cullen's 

isposition of the motion is affirmed, with coats, 
As the order lastly appealed from is one which 
rested in the discretion of the Judge at Special 
Term, it appears that it is not appealable to the 
Court of Appeals, and in censequence of which 
the litigation, extending as it has over a period 
ef more than five years, is substantially con- 
eluded. The defendants were represented by. 
Messrs. Morris & Pearsall and Edmund Terry 
of Brooklyn. 


WARNED BY THE MAYOR. 


COMMISSIONER OCOLEMAN MUST 
THE STREETS CLEAN. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday began the consideration of the 
final estimates for next year. The estimates of 
the Department ef Public Works were first con- 
sidered. The items were passed one by one, and 
there was little or no change from the amounts 
in the provisional estimates as already given in 
THE Times. The total amount allowed the 
Public Works Department was $3,180,309, or 
$5,500 less than the amount allowed in the pro- 
visional estimates, and $420,598 more than was 


allowed fer the present year. The Law Depart- 
ment was allowed $250,544, The sum of $256,- 
954 was asked for. 

When the Street-cleaning Department’s esti- 
mates were reached Mayor Hewitt sought to 
catechise Commissioner Coleman of that depart- 
mont. Hesaid that the streets were not clean 
and the public had seeqeeeny complained of 
their condition, “I will vote to give you the 
money you ask," he said to Mr. Coleman, “but if 
the streets are not kept cleaver I will certainly 
ask for your resignation.” 

Mr. Coleman said he dit not desire to occupy 
any gues where hia services were not appre- 
ciated, 

“Tgive you fair warning,” retorted the Mayor ; 
“T reappointed you because | had full confidence 
in you, and if you don’t keep the streets clean I 
will ask you to resign.” 

President Coleman of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments suggested that the 
amount asked for by the Street-cleaning Com- 
missioner was very large, butin the face of the 
Mayor’s course be did not feel like taking the 
responsibility of opposing its appropriation. 

Mayor Hewitt suggested that President Cole- 
man should exercise his own judgment on the 
subject, and that he was at perfect liberty to 
vote againat the appropriation if he saw fit so to 
do. The Mayor then turned to Commissioner 
Coleman and asked: 

“If Il ask you to resign will you do so ?” 

Yes.” replied the Street-cleaning Commis- 
sioner in surprise. 

*“ Allright,” said the Mayor. “Iwill not say 
it’s a bargain, but I will hola you te it,” 

“think,” suggested Commissioner Coleman, 
“that there is a difference of opinion as to tha 
eondition of the streets.” 

The total amount appropriated forstreet-claan- 
ing purposes was $1,259,459, an increase of $200,- 
459 over the appropriation for the present year. 


SAQCRILEGIOUS THIEVES. 


MANY CATHOLIC CHURGHES IN BROOK- 
LYN ROBBED. 

About 12:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
Father Fitzpatrick of 8t. Peter’s Roman VUath- 
olic Church, Hieks and Warren streets, Brook- 
lyn, was reading in his room. Hearing a noise 
in the yard he went to the window and saw 
three men trying to force open one of the base- 
ment windows of the church. He rushed down 
stairs, and the men ran to the street. Father 
Fitzpatrick pursued them. Officer Roden of the 


Fifteenth Precinot joined in the chase, and capt- 
ured one of the burglars, y 

At the atation house be gave his name as John 
Gallacher, aged 33 years, of 99 Bowery, this 
city. Three chisels were found at the window 
feot where tne thieves had dropped them, One 
of these exaotly fits the marks on the vestry 
door of St, Paul’s, which was broken into last 
Sunday morning, and from which two Ciberium 
cups were stolen. Several documents were 
found on Gallagher which will probably lead to 
the detection of the remainder of the gang. He 
was arraigned before Judge Massey vesterday 
and held for trial. 

When the Church of the Visitation was opened 
yesterday mornive it was discovered that 
thieves had been at work there also, A _ bagse- 
ment window had been forced and the vestry 
door broken open, in doing whieh an iron bolt 
nearly two inches in diameter was smashed in 
two. The cup of the Ciborium was unscrewed and 
taken, and, as in the St. Paul’s robbers, both the 
foot and cover were left, being comparatively 
valueleas. The sacred particles were carefully 
emptied into the tabernacle and not scattered 
about. 

The police believe they will have little trouble 
in securing the entire lot of thieves who have 
been * working” the Catholic churches of Brook- 
lyn for the past year, Although the intrinsic 
value ef the articles stolen does net exceed $50 
the clergymen feel deeply grieved over the 
sacrilegious thefts, the more s0 ag the rules of 
the church compel the leaving of the vessel cou- 
taining the boat in the church.

HUNTER BENNINGS ENCOUN- 
THR WITH A BEAR. 
AN EXOITING ADVENTURE IN THE WOODS 
OF FRANKLIN COUNTY WHICH ENDED 
IN THE DEATH OF BRUIN. 

Punaskl, N, Y., Dee. 14.—The most thrill- 
ing tale of adventure told in these parts fer 
several years is that related by Amos W. Ben- 
ning and his younger brother Philip, Both are 


of unquestioned veracity, and no one who | 


knows fem doubts any particular of thefr tale. 
Amos Benning is a wealthy young farmer in 
this neighborhood, He has at thia season of the 
year gone up into the North Wouds jin Franklin 
County (22 miles southeast of Malone) in this 
State, for over 10 yoars, to hunt for foxes and 
large game, A week ago he finished up his 
farm work, and in company with his brother 
Phillp, aged 15 yeurs, started for his hunting 
ground in the North Woods. 

Nothing wag heard from the brothers until 
last Saturday morning, when old Deacon 
Samuel Benning, the father of the brothers, 
received a telegram stating that Amos had been 
seriously, and perhaps fatally, injured in the 
woods, and asking him to come quickly to Ma- 
lone, Franklin County, where he would be met 
by @ wagon to convey him to his son's side. The 
old gentleman took the cars for Malune at once. 
and returned to Pulaski yesterday morning, ac- 
companied by his two sons. Amos's physical 
condition is. alarming, He was helped from the 
cars and taken in acarriage te his farm home, 
where he has had medical attendance for hours 
to-day. His arms and hands have been terribly 
scratched and torn by the claws of abeur, and 
hia right shoulder is severely out and mangled 
by the animal’s teeth, His cheeks are torn so 
that he will bear the marks to his grave, and his 
groin and hip are lacerated and cut, in some 
places ever an inch and one-half deep, by the 
claws and teeth of the beast. Mr. Benning’s 
right eyeis also swollen from an injury to it 
from one of the bear’s claws, The physician 
fears blood poisoning may set in from the many 
wounds upon Amos’s bedy. 

The patient suffers severely, but 1s by no 
means helpless. His adventure is the talk of 
Pulaski, where he is known by every one. This 
afternoon Amos folt better, and told the story 
of his tussle with the bear. ‘ You see,” said he, 
**my little brother Philip and I boarded at the 
home of a farmer away up there in the extreme 
southeastern part of Franklin County. Every 
day I walked over 10 and sometimes 15 miles 
hunting for game. I was always prepared to 
shoot any. kind of an animal. Last Thursday 
my brother and I went out as usual, He shota 
fox early in the afternoon, and started back to 
the farmhouse with it, while I went into the 
woods alone for an afternoon's hunt. I tramped 
for several miles through the great forest with- 
out getting a shot at any game except some rab- 
bits. When it began to get dusk I started 
for the farmhouse, not wishing to get lost, 
as I surely would in that forest in the 
night. In ap hour more [ reached the outskirts 
of the woods, There! heard a peculiar sound 
in the hollow of one ofthe thousands of great 
burned pine stumps in that locality. I eecked 
my rifle and approached the stump cautiously 
and found atthe bottom three large bear cubs. 
They were all wide awake and were looking up 
atme. Atfirat I thought I would take one of 
the cubs hack to the farmhouse with me and 
then home to Pulaski fora pet. I reached down 
into the hollow pine stump over four feet and 


, attempted to get a cub with my hands, but they 


were so savage that 1 had togiveitup. All 
three of the cubs set up a peculiar kind of 
screeching as I tried to pull one of them up out 
of the old stump, 

*T have hunted and killed abouta dozen bears 
in my time, and [ never heard such a sqnalling 
as those little bears set up. You know cubs are 
almost always good-natured, and these must 
have been rare exceptions, I made up my mind 
tohave one or twoof the cubs anyhow, dead or 
alive, and accordingly shotone. [laid my gun 
down fora moment and, bending over, reached 
down to the bottom of the stump for the dead 
cub. It was then quite dark. IT had the carcass 
ef the cub in my hands, and was just raising 
may head and shoulders ont of the hollow of the 
stump when I. heard a tremendous crasbing 
and jumping in the thick underbush of the 
woods. he old she bear was coming for 
me pell-mell, and [knew it. She had heard her 
cubs squalling and the report of the gun. I had 
just time to throw the dead cub down upon the 
ground and snatch up my rifle when the beast 
was almost upon me. In reaching down into the 
stump my cartridge bex had been pushed around 
to my back, and I lost several precious moments 
in reaching back there for more ammunition. 
Then, too, I must confess I never was s0 nervous 
in allmy life. The inereasing darkness about 
me added much to my fear, I had just time to 
raise and fire at the old bear’s head. TI had to 
aim for the eyes, und I[ missed my aim. 
My hand, know, must have trembled 
somewhat, althouch I have been a hunter up 
that way for several seasons. The ball broke 
one of bruin’s fore paws, The next I 
knew she had pounced upon me in ferocious 
anger. I stumbled over the roots of the hollow 
stump where [ was standing and fell upen the 

round with my gun heneath me, I felt instant- 
y that my time had come, and inveluntarily 
yelled ‘Help, help!’ two oer three times. The 
beast Was upon me in a seeond more, and 
rubbed her snout about my face. I kicked her 
a dozen times in the helly, and vainly tried to 
push herfrom me. It was the most horrible 
mwement for me you can imagine, 

“ The beast had claws as sharp as neeales and 
as long as my fingers, and with them she 
scratched away my coat sleeves and hunting 
jacket in short order. [thought my ribs would 
be seraped of all their flesh. I tried to turn 
over and was attacked in the face. My cheeks 
and eye, as you see, were torn by the beagt’s 
claws, and the pain was excruciating, but that 
was nothing to the horror of my situation. You 
can believe I never expeeted to be here at home 
again. My tough buckskin bunting Jacket and 
breeches protected me goemewhat from the bear's 
claws, and I believe my bowels would have 
been quickiz torn open if itt had not 
been or my thiek and heavy honting 
belt about my waist. As it is, you see I am 
fearfully torn and gashed, and the doctor says 
those are my worst wounds. Weil, I turnedjupon 
my side, and half pushing the beast, who [ was 
afraid each second would hug me to death, from 
me, I managed to get hold of my rifle to 
beati her braina out if Icould. But TI gould 
not rise, and in another instant the beast was 
upon me with her full weight. It seemed as if I 
should be crushed. I could feel the bear's teeth in 
my flesn.but was'so filled with thoughts ofdeath 
at the hands of the brute that I did not feel any 

ain. I struggled and fought with my bare 
canes like a demon. 

* At that very momont I heard the sound of 
some one approaching, but before I knew it my 
brother Philip was there. [t was then quite 
dark. Philip did not stop asecond. He pulled 
wy rifle out from under me and hammered upon 
the bear’s neck and head with the stock of the 
gun some of the hardest blows he ever struck. 
The animal was stunned and, letting loose of 
me, I scrambled upon my feet. I felt around 
for a stick of wood, with which the ground was 
eovered, and tried to help my brother kill the 
bear by blews, but was too weak. The beast 
was effectually stunned and, sinking helpless 
upon the ground, Philip reloaded the rifle and 
put several balls into her head. 

* Leaving the dead bear and ber cubs where 
they were, we made our way through the gather- 
ing darkness to the farmhouse. Philip told 
me onthe way that he was at work baiting 
a fox trap about a quarter of a mile from 
me whenlI fired my first shot at the oubs, 
and that he immediately startedfor me. When [ 
cried ‘Help!’ he ranin breathless haste toward 
me. My combat with the she bear could not baye 
been more thantwo minutes altogether, but it 
seemed to me like an age. You have no idea, 
and [ never kad before, what an enraged she 
bear ean do in even that very short space of 
time. There is not a particle of doubt that if 
brother Philip had not happened to have come 
to wy assistance at that particular moment I 
would have been chawed up by the beast. 

“Farmer Elker, with whon we stopped, who 
is himself quite a bear hunter, went out next 
marping and viewed the carcass of the bear we 
had killed, and captured the two remaining live 
cubs. He found them rolling about their moth- 
ers body. During the day Elker and Philip 
skinned the old bear, and the flesh therefrom 
will furnish meat for his familyall Winter. The 
skin isin a box outin my barn, and youcan 
look at itat your leisure. The bear weighed 318 
pounds, and the skin, as you can measure for 
yourself, isSfeetand 3 inches long. Farmer 
Elker found that the bear was very ‘hungry 
when she attacked we, and be believes that her 
hunger and the wounding of her forepaw caused 
her unusual ferecity.” ; 

The family and friends of the injured men say 
he will not be able to be about for at least two 
months, and that he 1s very weak from loss of 
blood. Hia shoulder, which was terribly injured 
by bruin's jaws, wil net beal in some time, and 
will always be scarred and weak. His father 
aaysit wil be Amos’s last hunt in the North 
Woods if he (the father) has anything to say 
about it in future bear-hunting seasons.

MR. WIMAN’S REASONS

Erastus Wiman delivered an address 
before the Newark Board of Trade and a large 
wudience last evening upon the question of the 
commercial inion of North America and its re- 
lation to the prosept agitation regarding high 
and low tarit.

halt of the continent. If new  wmar- 
kets for the relief of overproduction, 
created hy the stimulant of protection, can be 
made accessible without disturbing the equiltb- 

rium of existing taxation, it is clearly the duty 
of the protectionist to secure those markets, not 
only because of the immediate outlet they afford, 
but as an illustration of the benefits of his 
favorite policy, Further, if these new markets, 
secured by the protectionist without sacrifice, 
are gotten at the expense of a free trade nation, 
80 much the better. 

This would be one of the results of commercial 
union. The total trade of Canada is about 
$200,000,000. Two-thirds of this can be 
secured by the United States by simply lift- 
ing the customs line that divides the twa 
countries, This would not only admit te more 
than half the continent all American manufaet- 
urers, bn it would create in their favor a dis- 
crimination against the manufacturers of the 
rest of the British Empire. The justifieation of 
protection is that the pauper laber of Europe 
makes # high tariff a necessity. This does not 
apply to Canada. The conditions of both coun- 
tries are almost precisely similar in people, pur- 
suits, and products. Against such equality of 
condition there is no justification for a high 
tariff, when by its obliteration a direet advan- 
tage is gained in increased teade and cheaper 
cost of living. The necessaries of life whieh 
Canada affords—the raw matérial in the greatest 
variety of which she is the natural storehouse 
for the rest of the continent—eannot by any 
process of reasoning be placed in the same cate- 
gory with the products of the pauper labor of 
Europe. 

The amount of duty levied by the United 
States upon the necessaries of life and raw ma- 
terial imported from Canada amounts to $5,500,- 
000 annually. There is no more justification fer 
exacting it than there would be for exacting the 
same amount on the products of Michigan or 
Minnesota. The Treasury does not need the 
money. The strongest threat against the pro- 
teetionist ggg the surplus collected on just 
such articles. ipe out the Custom Houses be- 
tween the Knglish-speaking people on the con- 
tinent of North America. and just so much 
money will go into the peckets of the people in- 
stead of into the Treasury. The cnryens will be 
just 80 much reduced and trade will beenlarged, 
while the tariff need not thereby be disturbed. 
Thus the general welfare ef the whole continent 
will be advaneed. 

In conclusion, Mr. Wiman deseribed the re- 
sources of Canada, her great agrieultural possi- 
bilities in the Northwest, and the rapid develop- 
ment within her borders, all of which demon- 
strated what might take place in the same latti- 
tudes inthe United States through the influence 
of commercial union,

THE GOOD WORK AND NEEDS OF THE 
ROOK AND NEWSPAPER SOCIETY. 

The Book and Newspaper Society, which 
distributes books and newspapers to the hos- 
pitals, was started in 1872 by Mrs. Alfred Pell, 
and 1a now a branch of the State Charities Aid 
Association, with an office at 21 University- 
place, where gifts and subseriptions should be 
addressed to the careaof Mrs. Fordham Morris. 
The charity has proved so effective in supplying 
enjoyable reading te thousands of sick, insane, 
and crippled persons, while demanding no out- 
lay from the public, that the management wishes 
to extend its usefulness. At present the society 
maintaina 15 boxes in which passers by are asked 
to place such daily and weekly papers, maga- 


zines, and beoks as they are willing to part with. 
At stated intervala the collectors) empty the 
boxes, and the contributions from the public are 
sent under lock and key to the various hoapitals 
of the eity and suburbs, 

Miss Georgiana Schuyler, the President, 
makes an appeal that will not fall af response. 
Heretofore the slender income of the Gertrude 
E, Pel) Memorial Fund and voluntary suabscrip- 
tions have sufficed to pay collectors and cartage, 
the repairs of bexes and locked bags, in which 
the reading matter is shipped to hospitals, office 
rent,and ather charges. To provide an ade- 
q300 service on the present basia at least 

800 per annum ia needed. “Our present 
carrier service is adequate,” is the 
report. of Miss Schuyler. “Our two 
men, with a daily morning reund of eight 
miles to make, carrying heavy bags, have at 
times been only nartially able to empty the boxes, 
leaving behind newspapers, every ene of whieh 
weuld have been prized by the poor people 
in the hogpitals." During the past year more 
than 99,000 hooks and periodicais have been 
distributed; the number of persons in public in- 
stitutions being reckoned at more than 13,000 
souls. Owing to the heterogeneous nature of 
the populace, books and papers in any and all 
languages, find a reader somewhere. During 
the holiday season the society reeeives with 
thanks and distributes, chiefly to the young 
and te the weak-minded, thousands of Caristmas 
and New Year cards sent in by thoughtful souls. 
“* Will not our friends see to 1% that before this 
Christmas comes We have anough ola cards to 
give each child one?” asked the President, re- 
ferring to the friendless children om Randall’s 
Island, the sick children, fe ares defective, 
and feeble-minded, Inatead of 15 there should 
be 500 such boxes as the society supports; they 
should bein the most prominent places where 
hurried men and women could drop book, mag- 
azine, or paper. without making a cireuit; the 
equipment should be complete, Such a charity 
aa this needs onty to be understood te find favor 
in the eyes of the generous.

Tt was warmly supperted by Mr. Thurber, 
Waldo Smith, Jeremiah Fitzpatrick, aud Capt. 
Snow, President of the board, while Patriek 
Farrelly opposed it, saying: “[t isn’t because 
we haven't had subsidies that we have no mer- 
chant marine. It is duetoe the laws passed in 
wartime, Ten millieh dollars won't buy baek 
your merchant marine,” 

Mr, Smith told the board that sentiment in the 
West, formerly hostile, now favored Gevernment 
aid to steamship lines. “Senator Palmer tel4 
me the ether day,” he said. “ that he would vets 
for any subsidy this year, and several Congrese 
men from the West said the same thing.” 

The resolution pasaed hy a voteofilted. A 
resolution asking for a national anti-adultera- 
tion law was adopted, and so was one urging tha 
abolition of the internal revenue tax epon alce- 
hel used in the arts and manufactures. Overa 
resolution that “the usefulness of the Poss 
Office Department should be extended in the 
direction of telegraphic comuunication, and wa 
urge upon Congress the eartiest favorable con- 
sideration of this question,” there arose a bit of 
debate, somes of the members of the board ert- 
dently not takiag toit kindly. Mr. Tharher read 
a reporton the success of the English expert-

In the first place,the diameters of Paris are 
north-south 8,880 meters aud northeast to 
southwest 11,800 meters; its superficis, on the 
ist of January, 1887, was equal to 7,802 heo- 
tares, or nearly 19.500 acres, of which 72 per 
eént. is covered with buildings, 20.5 per cent. 
ig taken up by streets,and 5.7 per cent. is 
eonstituted by the Seine, the public squares and 
€ardens, the cemeteries and the canals. The 
@atire length of all the streets, boulevards, Ke., 
is estimated at 958,942, equal tothat or the 
railway between Paris and Marseilles; 236,000 
meters are planted with trees, and 520,000 are 
traversed by regular means of transport, viz., 
omnibus, tramways, and railroad Car- 
riages, in which, according to the_ official 
rsperts of the different companies, 804,373 is the 
average of daily travelers and 293,596,162 their 
annual total; there is no meaps of estimating 
how many individuals move about in private 
vehicles, and, though proposed, no figures have 
yet been given for veiocipedes, but the petites 
pottures, or cabs, put down the number of their 
fares at 17,000,000 per annum. The receipts of 
thase different means of locomotion are 35,000,- 
000, omnibuses and tramways; peliies voitures, 
23,000,000; railways, (Chemins de Ceincture,) 
12,000,000; Seine steamboats, 3,000,000. Those 
who imacine that the transport of merchandise, 
&e., to and through Paris is relatively inusig- 
niticant may perhaps think differently when 
they know that this transport averages 
16,372,234 tons annually, plus 1,351,074 head 
of cattle. The consumption of water is 
411,537 cubic meters every 24 hours, and in the 
evurae of a year 150,211,005 meters, brought in 
eonduits from the Dhuis, the Vanne, from the 
Areuell, from the Seine, the Marne, and tne 
Oureg. In the matter of gas the quantity used 
is still greater, amounting annually to 351,446,- 
105 enbic meters, of which only 10 per cent. is 
burned in the streets, 8.5 per cent. in municipal 
and State buildings, and 81 per cent. by private 
individuals, and yet some people who know 
nething about Paris have pretended that the use 
of gas in private houses was not general! As a 
matter of course, the consumption of gas varies 
with the seasons: it 1s as much as 25,000,000 
of cubic meters in December and is little over 
9,000,000 in Juiy. 

When wooden pavements were first intro- 
duced, on the Ist of January, 1884, the City 
Council would only consent to give a contract 
for 65,500 square mevers of the new system; on 
the 3lst of December, 1885, the surface covered 
with blocks was 354,820 meters—a great suc- 
cess for the system, but very insignificent when 
eompared with the 8,552,780 meters of cobble- 
stone, asphalt, and macadam, which—especially 
the former—are preferred on the score of econ- 
omy, as they only cost about 16 cents per aunum 
to keep in order, whereas the wooden institu- 
tion costs a littie over 92 cents; to keep 
clean and in good repair the arteries and 
¥Yeins of Parisian circulation, the city annual 
expenditure amounts to 21,800,000f; shade 
andrest to the wayfarer are offered by 78,800 
trees and 8,334 benches, which last, along the 
boulevards and the Champs Elysées, are never 
anoccupied, especiaily after midnight, and let me 
remark parenthetically that in the small hours 
of the morning belated pedestrians in the Elys- 
jan Fields and in the LJBastille neighborhood 
would do well not to approach them teo elosely, 
unless provided with a revolver, as their oc- 
cupants are rarely other than tramps, and what 
cur great-grandfathers called “cut purses,” 
lying in wait for what they may devour. 

As the oid proverb puts it, What comes from 
the wells goes to the river, and therefore the 
transition, as made in the Annual, from Pa- 
risian waterworks to Parisian sewers is quite nat- 
ural From it we learn that, whereas 50 years 
ago, when the sewerage canalization was only 
atits inception, ali the filth and offal of the city 
passed tothe Seine through open gutters in the 
middle of the causeways, now the metropolis 
is provided with & network of subterrane- 
an passages 824,770 meters (over 5,000 
miles) in total length. But the transition to 
the next head is less naturai; immediate- 
ly after common sewer statietica were 
the divoree court’s record, and this telis here, 
between the lst of January and the 3lst of De- 
cember, 1885, the law, voted in 1884, was ap- 
plied to 1,242 cases in Paris alone, and in most 
cases where a judicial separation had previously 
been pronounced. Curiously enough, the month 
of March has been most fruitful in this line, 
which may be in accordance with the *‘ mad as a 
March hare” saying, that month furnishing a 
contingent of 157 against 21 in January.

Menilmontant faubourgs very few are recorded. 
Is this on account of the ballot’s demoralizing 
influences? asks a contemporary who writes for 
the masses. Docs it not prove rather that the 
Wealthy are less moral than the poor! I should 
aay thatit simply se happens because the pro- 
ietarian has no money to spend for release from 
bondage and bears with more philosophy, not 
to say indifference, a situation which may be in- 
tolerable to individuals of more delicate feel- 

Yet, however this may be, we tind that 

lawyers, doctors, military officers, and 
shopkeepers have resorted to or have been at- 
tained by M. Naquet’s bill, and only 507 
work people have gone and done likewise. It is 
also noteworthy that 66 per cent. of divorces 
have been pronounced against the husband, 
from which we ought to conclude, according io 
Statistics, that in serious family jars the man is 
generaliy inthe wrong. To be impartial, how- 
ever, I should add that this ie most noticeable 
among the people, and that the proportion of 
divorces for adultery is quite the other way; 
196 women have been unfaithful, while only 116 
men have strayed. As a last remark in the mat- 
ter of divorces I will add that about 10 per cent. 
ef divorced men got married again within the 
twelvemonth. 

But if people get divorced in Paris so do they 
get married; 20,265 pairs were married in 1885 
the greatest number being in the Sixteenth and 
the least in the Second Arrondissement—the lat- 
ter a wealthy commereijial quarter—the tavorite 
months for wedlock continuing to be March, 
April,and May, andthe least so September, 
while there are but two instances in which both 
the contracting parties had been pene 
divorced; this can be accounted for by the fact 
that, skeptical as are Parisians, very few of 
them are willing to incur the odium always at- 
tached to every wedding not accompanied by 
s0me religions ceremony. 

In 1885 were born 31,266 boys and 29,506 
girls, while 54,116 persons died, births and 
deaths being much less numerous in the Eighth 
Arrondissement—the Boulevard Haussman, 
Faubourg St. Honoré, and Champs Elysée quar- 
ters—than in any of the others, where the great- 
est proportion of victims died trom typhoid 
fever, 1,412; trom measles, 1,564; from croup 
and diphtheria, 1,110, and from tuberculosis, 
10,009, There is a slight falling off in suicides 
from the figures of 1884, only 860 in all, of 
whom 275 hanged themselves, 133 blew out 
their brains, and 45 took poison. About 93 per 
cent. of these unfortunates belonged to the 
class of married workmen, which may, perhaps, 
be a set-off to the pretended claim of superior 
morality advanced in their favor by their apol- 
Dgists, said pretensions being based upon the 
fewer divorces recorded among the poor than 
among the rich. 

Interesting, too, are the figures given on 
the amount of, food consumed -by what Claude 
Lantier calls le Ventre de Paris—149,495,300 
kilograms of meat, 25,044,149 kilos of game 
aud poultry, without counting 99,605 kilos of 
patis and potted meats, 25,638,402 kilos of fish, 
¢,835,512 kilos of oysters, 17,670,789 kilos of 
butter, 20,566,873 kilos of eggs, (20 eggs weigh 
a kilogram,) 5,554,565 kilos of cheese, 234,769,- 
650 Eilos of vegetables and fruit. Multiply each 
one of these figures by 267,951, which is the 
vaiue of a kilogram im English weight and you 
will have an exact idea of the appetite of the 
Parisian gargantua.

The ‘marines’ have generally 
done good service when so employed, and at 
the time of the Sepoy rebellion the soldiers en- 
listed from merchant vessels of their own and 
other nations, did their duty so well, and their 
aid was so valuable that tothis day a condemned 
vessel is always moored in,the harbor of Cal- 
cutta, where all who have ever been thus en- 
listed have an opportunity to goon board, and 
may read books, or the Calcutta and fereign 
papers. which are provided by the British Gov- 
ernment, and free to all such as I have described. 
There are also pens, ink, and paper, so that one 
may write and send letters home or elscwhere, 

‘* Well, as [was saying, my chum and T enlisted 
for the Zulu war. It was in the year 1879. There 
were about 1,000 of us who were sailors at the 
time of enlistment at Port Durban, South Africa, 
in May of that year, when mustered iuto the 
British Army. We were,termed the Irregulars 
by the British officers, but among ourselves 
were called the*Mounted Marines. We were 
attached to the Ninety-first Fusilleers under the 
command of Major Stewart, who was afterward 
promoted to General. Arriving in the Zulu 
country, we were put rightinto the hardest and 
most disagreeable work. We were not con- 
sidered much, taken as we were from the mer- 
chant ships of all nations. Who eared for us? 
Not the British officers surely. Where we could 
be used to save the regulars it was done, But 
this might, of course, have been expected under 
the circumstances. 

“The savages were good fighters, and had 
they been equally as good marksmen with their 
rifles and muskets of which they had a limited 
and, varied supply the English troops would 
surely have been beaten. They were good 
marksmen with their spears, or assegais, as the 
Zulus called them, but of course no people with 
such weapons alone, would stand much of a 
sight against the gunnery,of Europe. 

“The main army on the list of June was en- 
camped at Koppie Allein, on the? banks of a 
river, with the suggestive name of Blood, which 
was the boundary between Zululand and the 
Transvaal. A detachment under Major Stewart, 
having been ordered forward to select a new 
camping ground, the Prince Imperial who had 
come out to learn warfare, and who was holding 
the rank ef honorary Captain in the British 
Army, asked permission to go with it, and his 
request was granted. My chum and myself 
were of the party, and what is here related 
came under my own observation. 

“There is the best of reasons for believing, 
from what took place afterward, that the Zulus 
themselves felt no ill-will toward the Prinee. It 
was known throughout all Zululand that he was 
there substantially as a non-combatant. The 
English officers and wen were very anxious lest 
anything should happen to so distinguished a 
person, and we all felt a personal interest in 
him, not only on account of his being the heir 
presumptive to the throne of France, but also 
for his good qualities, his medest and gentle- 
manly bearing, and his amicable disposition. 
Had any danger been suspeeted he would not 
have been permitted to go. 

‘“‘In order to save @ number of miles’ travel 
for the army, a route was selected which led 
through a ravine, where, after afew miles’ travel 
we found a suitable place to pitch the tents. Here 
we stopped and the Prince Imperial took an 
escort to go out a short distance to make a 
sketch. It consisted ofa small number of the 
Irregulars and an equal number of Basu- 
tos, or black scouts, under command of Lieut. 
Cary. For some reason the blacks were not 
ready when the rest of us started. We went per- 
haps a mile from camp, where we dismounted 
and the Prince set up his easel and began to 
make asketeh. It was in the open country with 
a high hill on the east of us, which was thickly 
wooded. We stood with our backs toward 
it holding the bridles of our _ horses, 
watching the sketching, when all at once some 
one called out, ‘The Zulus are coming!’ and 
looking round we saw a large number of the 
savages issuing from the woods at the foot 
of the hill. A shower of assegais fell around 
us, and every man except myself and the Prince 
sprang into his saddle to get away, as our small 
number would be no match for so many Zulus. 
The Prince Imperial hastily thrust his sketch 
into the breast of his coat, and I yieided the 
reins of his horse into his hands and leaped into 
the saddle of my own horse. Had he net 
stopped to secure the sketch, [think he might 
have been alive to-day. 

“He proceeded to mourt, while I, already in the 
saddle, turned my horse's head in the direction 
Lieut. Cary ard the ethers had taken. Suppos- 
ing the Prince to be close behind me, I shot at 
full speed around the hilland was soon out of 
sight. The assegais flew around me and I didn’t 
think of him, but only of reaching a place of 
safety. It was a time when a common soldier 
would naturally think of his own lifefirst. AsI 
rode into camp Major Stewart came to the. door 
of his tent and said: ‘For God’s sake where is 
the Prince?’ We then saw for the firsttime that 
he wasn’t with us. Stewart was as pale as a 
ghost while Lieut. Cary was relating what had 
occurred. 

“A large party was immediately sent back to 
find him. hen we got tothe place where we 
had been surprised by the Zulus, wé found the 
dead horse of the Prince, full of assegais, but 
he was nowhere to be seen. It was supposed 
even then that he had been taken prisoner, and 
we returned to camp and repurted. In about 
an hour a Zulu bearing a white rag on a ramrod 
came into camp and informed the commander 
that the Prince had been killed, they not know- 
ing who he was, and that his body, if wanted, 
would be delivered at the place where he was 
slain. A detachment of six men was sent out 
andthe body was found where the Zulus had 
placed it. Everything had been taken from it. 
There were several wounds upor it and au eye 
had been gouged out. Major Stewart was told 
by the Zulu who bore the fiag of truce thatif 
the body was sent to the coast under an escort it 
would not be molested. It was accordingly taken 
to England. 

“There was a court-martial to determine who 
was to blame, if anybody. Lieut. Cary, who 
was the first one te flee when the Zulus came 
out of the woods upon us, got off on technical 
grounds. I have no doubt those high in author- 
ity would have been glad had we all perished, so 
that there could have been no chance to blame 
any ot the English soldiers. It has been said 
that the man who made the saddle of his horse 
was the real cause of his death, as, being of poor 
material, it broke when he attempted to mount, 
and I think there is as much sense in that view 
of the case as to blame any one of us, with the 
exception of Lieut. Cary perhaps. 

“ After old Cetewayo had been captured and 
the wur brought to a close a plain marble monu- 
ment was sent out from England to be erected 
on the spot where the Prince fell. My chum and 
I were of the party, a8 we were also when the 
Empress Eugénie came out shortly after to see 
the place where her son had met his untimely 
death. Col Stewart had command of the escort 
and I was given charge of the mule train that 
took her and attendants from Port Durban. 
Learning that I was the last white man who 
saw the Prince alive, she plied me with ques- 
tions about the’aftair, and never, so far as I 
knew, did she express any censure. She never 
wearied in listening to the accounts given of 
her sou’s sayings and doings while with us. 

‘It took us about a week io go from the port 
to the place where the monument had been 
ereeted,and we stopped the first night at the very 
spot of Stewart’a old encampment. The next 
morning we went on foot to the monument. 
When we got into its vicinity, and before we 
came in sight of it, [, having been selected as 
guide, stopped to indicate to the commander 
that we were near to it around the hill, and that 
perhaps I had better etay there while the party 
went on. He motioned me, however, to proceed. 
A few steps more brought the party in sight of 
the stone, and the Empress ran forward and 
clasping the monument with her hands, burst 
into tears and exclaimed in French: 

“‘*Why did they doit! Oh why did they do it!’ 

“We all stood with uncovered heads, and the 
most of the party were in tears. The grief of 
the Empress was so intense that in a short time 
it became necessary to remove her from the 
spot, and the Surgeon and Chaplain assisted her 
back to camp. Every day for nearly a week 
that we staid there this scene was re-enacted, 
until at last it was advisable on account of the 
effect it was having on the health of the Empress 
to go back, and against her will she was reluc- 
tantly compelled to come away. 

“T have a medal given me by the Empress as 
@ memento, which is prized very highly, you 
May betsure. I may here say that Cary tried 
to make it out that the party at the time of the 
Prince Imperial’s deata was tired into my mus- 
ketry, but there is not one word of truth in that 


story.”
